Major defiant on treaty 
as legal challenge looms

SENIOR Ccmserratives is¬ 
sued a warning yesterday that 
tbe go ve rnm ent will ratify the 
Maastricht treaty even if it is 
defeated in the vote on the 
social chapter. At the same

entrepreneur, is putting up 
“hundreds of thousands of 
pounds" to bade a legal at¬ 
tempt by Lead Rees-Mogg to 
block the treaty. . . 

V Is a bid to put pressure an 
the rebels, loyalist 11x168 sug¬ 
gested yesterday foat the Com¬ 
mons could, if necessary, be 
kept sitting into August to 
enable the government to deal 
with any defeat inllkted next 
Thursday. But sen ior MPs 
dose to .

negotiated at Maastricht. 

The disclosure about the 
government's tactics for han¬ 
dling the most critical vote of 
Mr Major'S period in Down¬ 
ing St came as the treaty's 
opponents prepared to lake 
their campaign to the courts 
on Monday. Lord Rees-Mogg, 
a forma: editor of The Times, 
is to challenge tile legality of 
Parliament's handling of the 
treaty legislation when he 
seeks leave to apply for jtxfl- * 
dal review, a process that 
could delay ratification until 
the early autumn. 

While the prime minister 
and cabinet colleagues yester¬ 
day expressed confidence over 
next week’s vote, it was dear 
that considerable thought bad

If 
a motion is passed backing the 
social chapter, the Commons 
could be given a later chance, 
possibly fay way of a white 
paper, to confirm that decision 
when, foe government, be¬ 
lieves, it would be voted down.

Queen was amused 
by palace invasion

THE Queen watched with 
amusement 'last'week as 14 
women, protesting against 
midear tests, scaled the walls 
of Buckingham Palace and 
invaded the grounds. 

Sources dose to the Home 
Office disclosed foat foe 
Queen observed foe protest 
from a palace window over¬ 
looking the grounds, and later 
sent a message ^.congratula¬ 
tion to foe police for their 
prompt response. Both the 
.Queen and the Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh were at foe palace. 

Fourteen women were 
arrested in foe palace grounds 
by armed police from Scot¬ 


land Yard's royalty protection 
group cm July 6. The women 
bad dimbeif over the perime¬ 
ter wall with ladders, and 
used wire cutters on barbed 
wire. They were protesting at 
British government hopes to 
resume nuclear weapons test- 
mg in the United States. 

Speaking on behalf of foe 
Queen, palace staff told foe 
Home Office that she believed 
foe police had acted extremely 
wefl.^They said the Queen was 
pleased with foe way the 
xnddenf had ended and that 
she did not bdievefoere was 
anything wrong with security 
measures at foe palace. 


MI5 chief puts 
a brave face 
on need for 
more openness

M15 came out of foe shadows 
yesterday with an unprece¬ 
dented appeal to the public for 
information about threats to 
Britain's security and a 
photocall for the service’s di¬ 
rector-general. 

Stella Rimington emerged 
from the protective secrecy 
favoured by her predecessors 
to launch a booklet from an 
organisation that until recent¬ 
ly the government had denied 
existed. 

The 36-page glossy bro¬ 
chure, bearing MI5"s motto 
Regnum Defends, outlines tbe 
work and structure of the 
service and how it is con¬ 
trolled. The book, price £4.95. 
also offers a

"went beyond acceptable plugging and breached the undue 
prominence requirements of the programme code". 

On Aspel and Company on May 16, the t hree s tars wore 
clothing bearing the restaurant’s logo and offered some to 
Michael Aspel, die show’s host The ruling, prompted by 
four viewer complaints, will said a stem warning to chat 
show producers, who rely on the lure of plugs for books, 
Sms, and products to attract celebrities to appear on their 
programmes. LWT acknowledged that some aspects of the 
coverage had been excessive and expressed regret that it had 
not been able to pre-record the programme to allow editing.

The 
General Nursing Council's professional conduct committee 
was told that ward sister Irene Cooper, 40, and Suzanne 
Buxton. 28. forced crippled patients to walk at S win ton Lodge 
nursing home, Swinlon, South Yorkshire, even when they 
cried in pain. They took sweets and chocolates from patients 
and verbally abused them. Cooper and Buxton dfd not attend 
the hearing in London. 


Salesman ‘IRA minder’ 


A salesman who says he was duped into taking possession of 
explosives was a “minder" for an IRA cell plotting to bomb 
John Major's home, an Old Bailey jury was told yesterday. 
Vincent Wood, 29, was captured minutes after hying to bum 
a map showing the house in Cambridgeshire. John Nutting, 
for the prosecution, alleged Mr Wood, of Leytonstone. East 
London, intended to pass 381bs of Semtex and five timers to 
IRA terrorists. Mr Wood admits possessing explosives but 
denies intent to endanger people or property. 


DNA test for ‘tsar heir’ 


The pretender to the Russian throne, Prince Alexis d'Anjou, 
has volunteered for DNA tests to prove that he is the direct 
descendant of a daughter of the last tsar. DNA samples 
could be compared with samples from the bones thought to 
be those of Nicholas (I and his family, which have been 
studied at a Home Office laboratory at Aldermaston, 
Berkshire. Prince Alexis's mother says that she is the 
daughter of Grand Duchess Marie, third daughter of the 
last tsar.

WOMEN make better spies 
than men because they are 
discreet, meticulous and do 
not gossip about their work, 
according to intelligence ex¬ 
perts. 

Unlike men. they do not fed 
the need to boast about their 
"classified" activities or hint 
about secret operations to 
impress friends and. acquain¬ 
tances. 

A senior officer in the Secret 
Intelligence Service (SIS), sis¬ 
ter service of MIS, said yester¬ 
day: "Women make excefleril 
intelligence officers. SIS often 
tries to recruit women abroad 
for various reasons, and it 
helps to have women officers 
to do so. 

“It is worth remembering 
that Stella Rimington is head 
of M15 not just because of her 
administrative ability but 
because she is a first-class 
intelligence officer. 

"SIS began recruiting 
women officers en masse rath¬ 
er later than M15 but we now 
have a large number working 
for the organisation in their 
twenties and thrities. A 
woman will head the Secret 
Intelligence Service one day, 
but unless someone is brought 
in from outside it will obvious¬ 
ly take some time." 

Rupert AUason. the Conser¬ 
vative MP for Torbay who 
writes spy thrillers and books 
on intelligence under the 
name of Nigd West said that 
women intelligence officers 
were always more discreet 
than their male counterparts. 
"Women laid to tell acquaint¬ 
ances that they have a boring 
desk job in the Ministry of 
Defence, whereas men like to 
imply their work is highly 
secret," he said 

“Women are also much 


more meticulous than men. 
skilfully collecting and collat¬ 
ing minute pieces of informa¬ 
tion and carefully cross- 
referencing them." 

One of Britain's most senior 
intelligence officers. Baroness 
Park of Monmouth, worked in 
the Belgian Congo under dip¬ 
lomatic cover and held posts 
as an SIS officer in Moscow 
and Outer Mongolia. She 
retired from the service to 
become principal of Somer¬ 
ville College. Oxford, a post 
which she held from 1980 to 
1989. 

Although she has never 
discussed her work as an 
intelligence officer, she is still 
spoken of with great admira¬ 
tion in Century House, the 
headquarters of the SIS in 
London. 

Today Daphne Park is the 
antithesis of the popular im¬ 
age of a female spy in thrillers 
and films, where women are 
usually portrayed as the kind 
of glamorous, deadly females 
with which James Btmd had to 
contend. 

However. M. R-D.Fbot, a 
former professor of modern 
history at Manchester Univer¬ 
sity. and author of die official 
history of the Special Opera¬ 
tions Executive, said: The 
idea of a glamorous female 
spy has been exaggerated by 
films and the media. 

“All the French Resistance 
women during the war, except 
one, had an extremely dull 
time and came to a horrible 
end. 

“You do not get anywhere in 
spying without being extreme¬ 
ly ruthless, and Ian Fleming’s 
KGB colonel Rosa Klebb was 
probably nearer the mark."

5 per cent is directed against 
subversion, including the ac¬ 
tivities of groups infiltrating 
legitimate protest groups. 

In her introduction Mrs 
Rimington effectively ruled 
out M15 involvement in the 
bugging of telephone conver¬ 
sations involving the Prince 
and Princess of Wales. She 
said that it was not part of the 
service's function to monitor 
individuals on the grounds 
that they were well known in 
public life or held positions of 
particular responsibility. 

Openness clearly has its 
limits, as the brochure offers 
no figure for the service’s 


budget But the public is 
encouraged to write to POBox 
3255, London SW1P1AE, with 
"useful information" about 
threats to security. 

As it was published, a 
security service official briefed 
26 journalists ax the Home 
Office. The source disclosed 
that more than half of the 
Service's 2.000 staff are 
women and a similar propor¬ 
tion are under 40. Almost 42 
per cent of the elite team of 340 
members of the general intelli¬ 
gence group are also women. 

Graduates are recruited dir¬ 
ectly from universities or from 
among people applying to join 
the Home Civil Service. 


STELLA Rimington has shed 
the anonymity that shrouded 
her predecessors, emerging as 
the very model of a modern 
MI5 director-general. 

She has dined publidy with 
the Queen, invited MPs to 
lunch at her office, and has 
even been photographed in 
the pages of Hello, party¬ 
going with the glitterati 

Yesterday's photocall in her 
prosaic Gower Street office — 
followed by a picture-session 
with Michael Howard, the 
home secretary — was the 
latest move in Mrs Riming- 
ton’s mission to demystify the 
security services. 

When Mrs Rimington. the 
first woman to head a British 
security service; was named 
as MI5 chiet some MPS 
asked whether she would be 
available for questioning by 
select committees. Kenneth 
Clarke, the then home secre¬ 



tary, refused to allow her to 
testify before the home affairs 
select committee but a com¬ 
promise was struck after MPs 
complained that Mrs Riming¬ 
ton was lunching with news¬ 
paper editors. 

She invited the MPs to 
lunch at her office, dazzling 
them with charm and hum¬ 
our, but not keeping her work 
underwraps. 

A few months ago she was 
at one of the Queen's informal 
luncheons where guests in¬ 
cluded Graham Taylor, the 
England football manager 
and Linford Christie, the 
Olympic champion. Several 
weekslater Mrs Rimington 
returned the compliment and 
the Queen visited the head¬ 
quarters of security services. 

In Jane Mrs Rimington 
was pictured, champagne 
glass in hand, with other 


members of the Great and 
Good, attending a Royal 
Academy dinner at which 
Preadent Robinson of Ire¬ 
land was guest of honour. 
Pictures appeared in Hello. 

Bom Stella Whitehouse. 
she is the daughter of an 
engineer who moved from 
Barrow-in-Furness, where 
she attended a convent schooL 
to No ttinghamshire where 
she went to Nottin gham 
Grammar. She read English 
at Edinburgh, and trained as 
an archivist in Liverpool. 

She married a rivil servant, 
John Rimington. in1963, and 
they soon went to Delhi where 
he worked at the British High 
Commission. Her Who's Who 
entry says she joined the 
security service in 1969 but 
gives no details of her experi¬ 
ence in counter-subversion 
and counter-terrorism. 

She has two daughters, and 
is. separated from her hus¬ 
band, who heads the Health 
and Safely Executive.

fairs committee, said yester¬ 
day: “The treaty will be rati¬ 
fied regardless of what 
happens on Thursday.

Cost threat 
to teacher 
training

SOM E universities may aban¬ 
don teacher training, prompt¬ 
ing fears of a new shortage of 
teachers, because the}’ cannot 
afford to operate the govern¬ 
ment's school-based system. 

The most controversial of 
the government's training pro¬ 
posals. to establish a so-called 
“mums’ army" to teach in 
infants schools, has already 
run into opposition from the 
unions. The National Associ¬ 
ation of Head Teachers said 
yesterday that h would advise 
school governors to continue 
to employ only graduates. 
David Hart, the general secre¬ 
tary of the NAHT, said a one- 
year course for non-graduates 
would affect standards. 

While difficulties in the 
graduate employment market 
continue to encourage healthy 
enrolment for teacher-training 
courses, heads may be able to 
resist the spread of the new 
qualification. But the with¬ 
drawal of university education 
departments from initial 
teacher training, as the reces¬ 
sion aids, could soon change 
the outlook for schools. 

Mary Russell, the secretary 
of the Universities’ Council for 
the Education of Teachers, 
told The Times Educational 
Supplement that several de¬ 
partments were considering 
abandoning their initial teach¬ 
er courses because they would 
no longer be viable. The new 
system will pass control of 
training funds to the schools, 
which already take up to 
£1,000 per student for univer¬ 
sity placements.

Mr Patten will be away 
from his desk for more than a 
month and will miss the 
crucial first report by Sir Ron 
Dealing on the national cur¬ 
riculum and its tests. The 
government's response will be 
given by Baroness Blatch, who 
is heading the education de¬ 
partment in Mr Patterns 
absence. 

The minister had a three- 
week holiday planned in Au¬ 
gust and has been advised to 
take complete rest until then. 
Officials said his illness was 
not serious and was not stress- 
related. He is in regular 
contact with the department 
from his hospital bed. 

Mr Patten was taken 31 cm 
Tuesday, when he was due to 
answer MPs’ questions. A 
spokesman said he had been 
having treatment for the viral 
infection, “basically gastro¬ 
enteritis". fora while. •

AT LEAST three American 
research groups have been 
racing to discover the homo¬ 
sexuality gene. First past the 
post, with a report in yester¬ 
day* issue of Science, was a 
team from the Laboratory of 
Biochemistry at the US Nat¬ 
ional Institutes of Health. 

Dr Dean Hamer and his 
colleagues believe they have 
identified the region of the X 
chromosome on which they 
lie in homosexual men. A 
similar study of lesbians is 
underway. 

Dr Hamer* discovery was 
the next logical step in re¬ 
search that has been taking 
place for several years. Stud¬ 
ies of separated identical 
twins found that those who 
were homosexual had a high 
chance of having a homosex¬ 
ual twin. This applied to men 
and women. Also, apparent

morphological differences in 
the brains of women, hetero¬ 
sexual men and homosexual 
men were discovered, with 
gay men being more similar 
to women. 

The implication of both 
these areas of study was that a 
genetic factor was responsible 
for at least some differences in 
sexual orientation. 

Dr Hamer has dosed in on 
this factor by identifying fam¬ 
ilies with a history of gay 
men. His team set the chances 
of being homosexual among 
men in general at 2 per cent, 
lower than past studies. But 
they found that a homosexual 
man had a 13J5 per cent 
chance of having a gay broth¬ 
er and a 73 per cent chance of 
a gay maternal unde or male 
cousin of a maternal aunt 

From this, the team drew a 
conclusion that greatly nar¬ 


rowed the search. If the gene 
was transferred in the female 
line only, then it must lie on 
the X chromosome, the only 
one of fee 46 human chromo¬ 
somes that derives exclusively 
from the mother. ' 

Next the team looked at a 
series of genetic markers 
known to Be along die X 
chromosome, in 33 pairs of 
gay brothers, they found that 
five genetic markers in fee 
same region of fee X chromo¬ 
some were all present 
The odds againcf this aris¬ 
ing by chance are small and 
Dr Hamer estimates there is a 
99 per cent chance that genes 
in this region of the X chromo¬ 
some contribute to homosex¬ 
uality in these men. “We can 
account for a substantial 
amount of sexual orientation 
with this one genetic region." 
be said.

RHYS Daniels. 2. speni yes¬ 
terday at Bristol Royal Hos¬ 
pital for Sick Children being 
prepared for the pioneering 
bone marrow transplant that 
may save his life. A courier 
arrived from London during 
fee afternoon, carrying the 
marrow from an anonymous 
donor, so that it could be 
injected into Rhys dining the 
evening. 

The treatment was due to 
be carried out six mouths ago 
at Westminster Children's 
Hospital, but fee specialist 
bone marrow unit was dosed 
as part of a reorganisation. 

North West Thames Re¬ 
gional Health Authority was 
condemned in the High 
Court after Barry and 
Carmen Daniels, the parents 
of Rhys, brought an action 
against the closure. Then the 
Bristol hospital offered to 
carry out fee transplant. 

Mr Daniels, from Epping, 
Essex, yesterday said: "We 
have fought long and hard to 
get treatment for Rhys and 
now we have to keep our 


fingers crossed that the trans¬ 
plant will be successful 

"We realise that it is only a 
first step, and we may not 
know for several months 
whether the transplant has 
defeated the disease." 

Rhys is suffering from 
Batten's Disease, a rare ge¬ 
netic disorder that kills child¬ 
ren by fee time they are 
seven. Doctors hope that the 
transplant treatment, never 
before used to combat this 
disease, wiD prevent the onset 
of fee symptoms of brain 
wastage, which usually set in 
by the victim's thud birthday. 

"Rhys is a little bit too 
young to understand what is 
happening to him but he has 
handled everything so wen," 
Mr Daniels said. “As his 
parents, we are very proud. 
He has not moaned once 
about being connected up to 
tubes and machines for 24 
hours a day." 

Rhys win have to spend at 
least a month in isolation to 
prevent infection while his 
immune system recovers.

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Girls in cathedral 


choirs are not sweet 
music to the purists 


■ A trend for cathedrals to introduce girl 
choristers is causing disharmony 
among Church of England music lovers

PLANS to bring girl choristers 
into Britain's cathedrals is 
splitting the Church of En¬ 
gland’s music community be¬ 
tween traditionalists and 
progressives. Opponents ar¬ 
gue against girls’ choirs on 
grounds of tradition and sexu¬ 
al rivalry. 

Resignations are threatened 
from the Friends of Cathedral 
Music, a charity which grants 
thousands of pounds each 
year to cathedral choirs and 
which gave £4.000 to Salis¬ 
bury's girls’ choir last year. 

Salisbury was the first to 
recruit for a separate girls’ 
choir, two years ago- Bristol 
cathedral will start a girls' 
choir in October. Wells in 1994 
and Exeter the fallowing year. 

Roger Tucker, spokesman 
for the Friends, said: “While 
the controversy may be seen 
as motivated by male chauvin¬ 
ism, in reality it is one of 
traditional aesthetics." 

Traditionalists argue that 
girls' voices mature later and 


do not produce the quality of 
sound intended tty the com¬ 
posers. They claim boys at 
that age are sensitive fa rivalry 
between the sexes and will be 
put off singing if girls are 
allowed in. They also fear that 
girls' choirs will lead fa mixed 
choirs. 

Peter Giles, senior lay clerk 
at Canterbury cathedral and a 
leading authority on the 
counter-tenor method, ac¬ 
cused the society of denying a 
voice to traditionalists. He 
said: “Many members like 
myself are contemplating 
leaving the Friends." 

David Flood, organist at 
Canterbury, said: “Bringing 
girls in might pur boys off." 
Advocates cite recent perfor¬ 
mances by Salisbury’s girls on 
BBC Radio 3 as proof that they 
can be as good. Canon Colin 
Semper, a member of the 


Archbishops’ Commission on 
Church Music, said: “I fed it is 
morally reprehensible not to 
offer the same training oppor¬ 
tunities to girls as to boys.*' 

The Very Rev Richard Lew¬ 
is. Dean of Wells, said: “The 
mythology that girls’ voices 
are totally different from and 
can never be like boys’ voices 
has been exploded-" Harry 
Bramma, director of the Royal 
School of Church Music at 
Croydon. Surrey, said anyone 
who claimed there was no 
difference in the sound of girls 
and boys "had doth ears". 

Martin Neary. organist and 
master of the choristers ar 
Westminster Abbey, which 
has a school of 36 boys, says it 
is unlikely to start a girls’ choir

Reluctant 
judge backs 
woman’s 
deportation 

THE mother of four children 
whohave spent all their lives 
in England plans to. lodge an 
urgent appeal after failing in 
the High Court to block a 
Home Office order deporting 
her to Pakistan. 

The Home Office indicated 
in court that steps to deport 
her would not be started until 
after an appeal. 

The judge told Naheed Ejaz, 
28, that he was reluctant to 
make the ruling, which could 
produce “very considerable 
hardship " and urged that she 
be granted legal aid to appeal 
against his decision. 

Mre Ejaz, who has been 
settled in this country for more 
than eight years, was declared 
an illegal immigrant because 
her husband, Arshad Iqbal, 
deceived foe authorities to 
obtain British nationality. 

Mr Justice Hutchison ruled 
yesterday that Kenneth Baker, 
who was then home secretary, 
had no other choice in January 
last year than to declare Mrs 
Ejaz’s naturalisation as a Brit¬ 
ish citizen a nullity because of 
her husband’s action. 

The judge refected a claim 
on behalf of Mrs Ejaz. of 
Bracknell, Berkshire, that she 
could not be deprived of her 
citizenship under the provi¬ 
sions of the British Nationality 
Act 1981 until her case had 
been considered by a commit¬ 
tee of enquiry. 

Mrs Ejaz said after the 
hearing: “We are going to the 
appeal court and mat is where 
our hope really lies. 1 was not 
disappointed at all today — I 
was quite prepared for the 
worst” 

Mrs Ejaz was bom in 
Pakistan and became a UK 
citizen in June 1990 on the 
basis of her marriage in 1983 
to her now estranged hus¬ 
band. He was arrested in June 
1991 and deported afar immi¬ 
gration officials accused him 
of obtaining a British passport 
by impersonating a UK 
citizen. 

Mrs Ejaz says she did not 
know of me deception and was 
herself deceived The Home 
Office disputes her daim. 

What will happen to Mrs 
Ejaz’s two girls and two boys, 
age d eight six. five and one, in 
die event of her deportation 
remains undear. Mrs Ejaz 
says she would rather leave 
them in care in the UK than 
take them bade to Pakistan, 
where she would have no 

resources to took after them.

Computers fight 
benefit fraud

HIGH-technology measures 
will be used increasingly in an 
attempt to break a powerful 
campaign of organised soda! 
security fraud which is acting 
the taxpayer up to £80 million 
a year. 

Alistair Burt, fee social secy 
urity minister, yesterday 
admitted feat fraud investiga¬ 
tors face “sophisticated and 
brazen” fraudsters. But fee 
government would be devis¬ 
ing “comprehensive and am¬ 
bitious” programmes to 
counter fraud rackets devel¬ 
oped by a “worrying dement 
in the criminal fraternity”. 

Outlining a series erf new 
anti-fraud techniques, Mr 
Bun sakk Technology plays a 
crudal role.” A new scheme, 
under which benefit order 
books are computer-axled to 
prevent misuse, was “particu¬ 
larly exciting” and would be 
extended following successful 
trials in London. 

Such computerised tech¬ 
niques were fee key to fraud 
prevention, which formed fee 
heart of fee government's 
campaign to wipe out £1 
billion of benefit fraud each 


year. 

During a Commons debate 
on soda! security fraud, the 


minister hailed fee production 
of a watermarked Post Office 
order book which will make 
forgery more difficult “We 
shall continue to make fee best 
use of design and print tech¬ 
nology introducing — without 
warning — new subtle, design 
changes from time to time.” he 
said. 

Mr Burt said feat he had 
also commissioned a study 
into setting up a central regis¬ 
ter of housing benefit claim¬ 
ants in a bid to prevent 
multiple claims. He called on 
the public to be vigilant in 
detecting and reporting social 
security fraud, which he 
stressed was costing each 
working person £50 a year.

T he presidents of Serbia 
and Croatia are meet¬ 
ing in Geneva today to 
discuss the ending of the 
Bosnian war. as Croatia 
drew closer to renewed con¬ 
flict with Serbia.

Yesterday. Serbs from the 
Krajina aidave signed an 
agreement to avert a further 
war in Croatia over the 
opening of two key Croatian 
installations. Earlier in the 
day, however. Serb gunners 
had stepped up attacks on 
coastal areas of Croatia, 
and Dr Tudjman rejected a 
United Nations Security 
Council request to cancel 
this weekend’s opening of 
the strategic Maslenica 
bridge and Zemunic air¬ 
port near Zadar. 

Since the announcement 
of the openings. Serbs have 
launched several heavy ar¬ 
tillery attacks on Croatian 
towns, which has been seen 
as a warning of what could 
follow tomorrow's sched¬ 
uled opening. Milan Babic, 
the leader of the Serb en¬ 
clave of Krajina. told a 
senior United Nations offi¬ 
cial on Tuesday that the 
planned opening would be 
considered an “aggression” 
on their quasi-state and 
would be responded to “by 
firing artillery at them". 

S everal coastal towns 
were hit by artillery 
shells and rockets fired 
from Croatian Serb posit¬ 
ions in occupied parts of the 
form er-Yugoslav republic. 
State-run Croatian radio 
said 10 rockets hit the 
Adriatic resort-town of 
Sibenik yesterday, killing 
two people and wounding 
two others. Several other 
areas came under sporadic 
rebel Serb fire, according to 
the UN in Zagreb. The UN 
also reported that Us mili¬ 


tary observers in another 
coastal town, Benkovac, 
had been in bomb shelters 
for several hours because of 
frequent shelling. 

The areas from which the 
attacks are coming were 
seized by the rebels and the 
Yugoslav National Army in 
1991. In mid-1992 a UN 
peacekeeping force ostensi¬ 
bly took control of the areas 
to disarm the rebels, ensure 
their rights, and reestab¬ 
lish Croatian sovereignty 
within the republic’s legal 
borders. By all accounts the 
14,000-strong force has been 
unable to fully accomplish 
any of its goals. To many 
Croatians. these areas — 
which are under UN auspi¬ 
ces — appear to be slipping 
away from them. 

r p he opening of doe bridge 
A and airport, both of 
which were retaken from 
rebel forces during a Janu¬ 
ary offensive, is a sign of 
Croatia’s growing impa¬ 
tience with the UN and the 
widespread belief that the 
country can be made whole 
only through military ac¬ 
tion. There has beat a 
frenzy of diplomatic activity, 
focused on pressuring Presi¬ 
dent Tudjman to cancel 
tomorrow’s opening in the 
interest of avoiding the 
largescale military confron¬ 
tation that many expect is 
likely to follow. 

“He is going to open the 
bridge in spite of the state¬ 
ments by the security coun¬ 
cil and all the protests.” said 
Vesna Skare, a presidential 
spokeswoman. 

The 825-ft pontoon 
bridge, which will be put in 
place today, will be the only 
road link between the south 
of Croatia and the north. 
About 40 accredited ambas¬ 
sadors to Croatia have been 
invited to the bridge open¬ 
ing ceremony, but the for¬ 
eign ministry was unable to 
say how many had accepted 
the invitation. European 
Community ambassadors 
are reported to have de¬ 
clined to attend.

Bosnia aid mission 
left in disarray 
after pullout threat 


THE international relief oper¬ 
ation in Bosnia was yesterday 
plunged info confusion after 
the United Nations refugee 
commissioner spoke for the 
first time of withdrawal while 
donor nations promised an 
extra $100 million, enough to 
fund the aid convoys for a 
further three months. 

Sadako Ogata, the UN 
High Commissioner for Refu¬ 
gees. warned a Geneva meet¬ 
ing of 40 countries .and 
organisations that the entire 
relief effort would soon “grind 
to a hair without the extra 
money. She added: “Neve- 
have the obstacles and risks 
been so dreadful as during the 
last two months.” 

Mrs Ogata, who visited 
Sarajevo to assess the aid 
effort on Wednesday and gave 
a resolute pledge that the UN 
would remain in the city, 
repeated her condemnation of 
the political exploitation of aid 
and the attempt to hold up UN 
convoys. And she suggested 
that despite all her hopes, her 
organisation, now suffering a 
shortfall of $195 million (£131 
million! had to contemplate 
the possibility of a pullout — 
though her special envoy to 
former Yugoslavia said that 
this was nett a serious option. 

Lord Owen, the European 
Community negotiator, insist¬ 
ed that “the humanitarian 
effort is not being used and 
should not ever be used as a 
lever within the negotiating

process. The justification for 
humanitarian aid and relief 
stands on its own.” 

He said the common enemy 
was the coming winter. Even 
if a peace settlement could be 
achieved in the next two to six 
weeks, “the obstacles we will 
face in the coming winter will 
be massively greater." 

A spokesman for his office 
said that Lord Owen and 
Thorvald Stoltenberg. the UN 
negotiator, agreed on the need 
to remain in Bosnia. But they 
realis ed there was a limit to 
the harassment the aid effort 
could tolerate, and the time 
might come when conditions 
became impossible. 

The spokesman for Lewd 
Owen rejected criticism of the 
European Community negoti¬ 
ator made by the European 
Parliament, which accused 
him of not acting in tine with 
dedsons taken by the Counril 
of Ministers and the Stras¬ 
bourg parliament 

The resolution expressed 
alarm at what it called pres¬ 
sures Lord Owen was said to 
have put cm the Bosnian 
government to agree a plan 
proposed by the Serb and 
Croat leaders for the division 
of Bosnia into three separate 
ethnic states. Lord Owen’s 
office denied any such pres¬ 
sure. The spokesman said the 
Serb proposals had been nei¬ 
ther endorsed nor recom¬ 
mended by Lord Owen and 
Mr Stoltenberg. Instead, they 
had attempted to clarify the 
details, and modify them to 
include the principles con¬ 
tained m the former Vance- 
Owen peace plan. 

The spokesman strongly re¬ 
jected accusations made by the 
Bosnian ambassador to the 
United Nations that the two 
negotiators were threatening 
to withdraw from Bosnia: 
such proposals existed only in 
the ambassador's mind. 

Mrs Ogata also denied yes¬ 
terday that the UN had been 
using aid deliveries to gain 
leverage in the peace talks. **[ 
don’t manipulate nor like to be 


manipulated.” she said. “I 
have said many times that 
humanitarian action cannot 
and must not be a substitute 
for derisive political action.” 

Donor countries meeting in 
Geneva yesterday promised to 
give $1043 million for all UN 
agencies, of which the 
UNHCR would receive £633 
million. The EC promised 
$32.8 million to the high 
commissioner, the largest do¬ 
nation.

Georgian

GEORGIAN forces said yes¬ 
terday that they bad launched 
a big push against separatists 
in the Black Sea province of 
Abkhazia after foe rebels had 
rejected an ultimatum to pull 
bade from two villages. 

A Georgian army spokes¬ 
man in the besieged regional 
capital of Sukhumi said that 
forces had begun a large-scale 
offensive to dislodge rebels 
from Shroma and Akhalsheni, 
mid had seized some strategi¬ 
cally important hills around 
Sukhumi. 

The Abkhazian side quickly 
played down foe scale of the 
Georgian assault “We tan 
speak about positional fight¬ 
ing around Shroma and 
Akhalsheni." an Abkhazian 
representative in Moscow 
said. “But we are not talking 
about a large-scale offensive." 
He said that he based his 
information mi regular tele¬ 
phone contacts wifo foe rebel 
stronghold of Gudauta. 

The two villages are located 
in hills overlooking Sukhumi 
and have been used as rebel 
bases from which to launch 
artillery bombardments of foe 
capital. The Georgian army 
says that more man 3,000 
civilians and soldiers have 
been killed in fighting in the 
Black Sea region. Hie conflict 
erupted after Georgia sent in 
troops last August following 
moves towards autonomy in 
foe area. 

The forces of the Abkha¬ 
zians, who comprise only 17 
per cent of the population, 
hold most of the territory 
except Sukhumi and the near- 
lay town of Ocharachira.

IN MOSCOW 

RUSSIA warned Ukraine yes¬ 
terday against declaring itself 
a nuclear stale, saying that 
such a move could damage 
mfemational disarmament. 

A foreign ministry state¬ 
ment laced with sarcasm and 
issued an behalf of the Krem¬ 
lin leadership, denounced a 
Ukrainian parliamentary de¬ 
cision co proclaim former 
Soviet weapons on its territory 
national property.

The Moscow daily news¬ 
paper Izvestia meanwhile re¬ 
ported yesterday that 
technicians had begun dis¬ 
mantling ten of the 176 mis¬ 
siles deployed in Ukrainian 
silos for transfer to Russia. 
However, it added that the 
warheads removed from SS19 
rockets would be held in 
Ukraine pending the outcome 
of the debate on disarmament 
in the former Soviet republic.

China insists on garrison 
for centre of Hong Kong

CHINA confirmed yesterday 
its determination to place its 
garrison headquarters in the 
centre of Hong Kong and to 
station troops in the urban 
area, despite longstanding 
Hong Kong fears of a visible 
Chinese military presence 
after Britain leaves in 1997- 

A senior military official 
said the People’s Liberation 
Army would set up its head¬ 
quarters at the site of toe 
British garrison command at 
HMS Tamar. In the heart of 
toe city's fi nancial district 

Xu Hurd, deputy chief of the 
Peking general staff, 
emphasised that China would 
follow- the British military 
deployment with troops in 
urban and rural areas of 
Hong Kong. 

He was speaking at the 
inaugural meeting of China'S 
preparatory working commit¬ 
tee for Hong Kong, set up as a 
challenge to the authority of 
tiie British colonial adminis¬ 
tration after Chris Patten, the 
governor, put forward propos¬ 


als for greater democracy in 
Hong Kong last year. 

Although Qian Qichen. the 
Chinese foreign minister who 
chairs the new committee, has 
said that ft would not become 
an alternative centre of power. 
or a “shadow cabinet" as it is 
regarded in Hong Kong, Chi¬ 
nese officials have made dear 
that its prime purpose will be 
to look at ways of setting up a 
post-1997 administration 
should Britain fail to tailor 
local arrangements to suit the 
Chinese in advance. 

Britain has been trying to 
persuade China to agree that 
the hugely valuable HMS 
Tamar site should be sold for 
redevelopment but Pelting in¬ 
sists on retaining the position 
as a demonstration of sover¬ 
eignty. “Is the British g arris cm 
not stationed there?" he asked. 

Xu Huizi said troops would 
come from the Guangdong 
military region in south China 
and would undergo special 
training, inducting English 
language lessons. He gave no 


guarantee that soldiers would 
wear civilian dotoes in town, 
as British troops have become 
used to doing, although he 
indicated that elite units sta¬ 
tioned in Hong Kong would 
receive spedal training and be 
required to observe local laws. 

In remarks that will corneas 
relief to the colony, he said he 
had no knowledge of earlier 
reports that China was plan¬ 
ning to station 10.000 men in 
Hong Kong. He said the size 
of the garrison would depend 
on the international situation. 

The meeting opened as Yu 
Xiaosing, China’s vice-minis¬ 
ter for the state economic and 
trade commission, said that 
Chinese investment in Hong 
Kong would be slowed in the 
coming months as Peking tries 
to cow its overheating econo¬ 
my and prevent a flight of 
capital out of the Chinese 
currency, toe Yuan. 

He said that China would 
curb frenzied mainland specu¬ 
lation in Hang Kong's soaring 
stock and property markets.

But significant levee 
breaks were discovered early 
yesterday north of St Charles 
on the Missouri. 

In Des Moines, state capital 
of Iowa, by for the hardest hit 
area, residents were without 
drinking water for the sixth 
consecutive day.

B ecause one is accustomed 
(0 things working in New 
York, ft is more than usual¬ 
ly devastating when they do not I 
went away for a few days and 
returned this week to my two-mom 
Manhattan apartment to find that 
some evil spirit had been visiting it 
in my absence- Nearly everything 
that mattered was broken: the 
refrigerator, the television set, tee 
word-processor, and the air-condi¬ 
tioner. They had all felted simulta¬ 
neously, but each in its own special 
way. There was no discernible 
pattern in this multiple disaster. 

The refrigerator's motor was 
boiling hot: the television emitted 
only blurred pictures and crack¬ 
ling sound: the word-processor 
showed nothing but one flashing 
red light, and the air conditioner 
roared away as usual but pro¬ 
duced no cold air. 

One can live quite happily 
without a television set or even a 
word-processor (except for the fact 


feat everything I need to know is 
stored in mine), but living in New 
York in the summer without any 
means of gating cool is another 
matter — particularly fins sum¬ 
mer, which has already brought a 
record-breaking heatwave with 
temperatures over 100 F. 

To find oneself without air- 
conditioning in these circum¬ 
stances is to be transported into a 
different social milieu. If you move 
only in middle-class codes, you 
get the impression that all New 
York homes are air-conditioned: 
but of course, many thousands of 
them are not. These are the homes 
in which poor people live. While 
the prosperous can create their 
own private climate around them, 
in their houses, their offices, and 
their cars, the poor have to (nit up 
with what nature provides. The 
prosperous sleep comfortably at 
night; the rest, myself now includ¬ 
ed, toss and tarn and wake up 
early, drenched in sweat

refrigerators that work. To be 
without one is to be reduced to the 
social level of the destitute (accept 
that I do, of course, have a roof 
over my hand). How do people 
survive in hot climates without 
refrigerators? How do they man¬ 
age without ice or cold drinks? 
How do they keep their milk from 
curdling and their chocolate from 



skm at bay? 1 am appalled by how 
dependent I seem to be on modem 
electrical appliances. 

Naturally, when 1 found all 
these things broken. I made haste 
to try to get them repaired, using 


the Yellow Pages as my guide, I 
called a 24-hour-a-day ref rig erator 
repair service, and a man came 
round to the apartment within an 
hour. But all he did was declare 
the machine beyond repair, tell me 
to purchase a new one. and charge 
me $70 for this advice. I then 


looked up toe address of the near¬ 
est refrigerator shop, found one a 
few bloats away, and walked there 
through the oppressive heat 
. I eventually chose a refrigerator 
and wrote out a cheque for nearly 
$1,000.

N ews that markers to a gay 
gene may have been dis¬ 
covered will add to moral 
bewilderment in an already con¬ 
fused debate. The first thing to 
happen is that Peter TatcheU, fee 
gay rights campaigner, wifi start 
popping up <m television warning 
of an imminent conspiracy to 
murder homosexuals in the womb. 

After Mr Tatriiefl, and more 
tentatively, fee gay lobby (which 
probably includes me) win for the 
most part greet this scientific 
breakthrough — if breakthrough it 
be—with guarded hostility. 

This win parity be because the 
gay lobby greets anything which 
heterosexuals say about them wife 
guarded hostility, but partly from 
an instinctive dislike of being 
looked at so to speak, under a 
clinician* microscope. They win 
feel it is a short step from this to 
being treated as a medical condi¬ 
tion. along with (say) cystic fibrosis.

concern is wife people who are 
alive, gay and certain to remain so; 
but I would not expect activist 
friends to find this persuasive. 

An argument wife more popular 
resonance will be that science has 
now proved that homosexuals can¬ 
not help it The gay lobby will be 
reticent about this, because we do 
not accept that there is anything to 
be helped. It would be equally true 
to say that left-handed people can’t 
help it, or blacks can’t help it, but 
the very saying of it imputes a 
handicap. That implication we 
resist — for exactly the reason that 
blacks or left-handers would resist 
it we see no problem. 

But among gay men of the 
quieter, more closeted sort, who are 
the vast majority of the homosex¬ 
uals in Britain, many do see their 
homosexuality as a problem. 1 wish 
it were otherwise, but it is too easy 
for us "our" gays in London to 
declare that all is hunky-dory and 
ask why cant gays in Hartlepool be 
brave like us? 

For them, real comfort will be 
drawn from the news. Most of us 
never felt we could “help" it. and 
are infuriated when we hear it im¬ 
plied that our orientation is some 
kind of a moral choice we have 
nude. Our actions may be. of 
course. The implication dial one 
could become heterosexual fry some 
effort of will, access of virtue or act 
of divine grace angers us both be¬ 
cause most of us do not believe it, 
and because the assertion is used as 
the first step in an argument of 
which the second step is to urge 
punishment or discrimination 
against those who are then said to 
have chosen to be gay. 

And there is another reason for 
fee hunger of many gay men for 
evidence that “there’s nothing I can 
do about it”, though it is a reason 
the gay lobby do not much care for. 
In many a gay man. mixed with his 
sense of resentment, and often 
defiance, is a buried feeling of guilt,' 
no doubt the guilt came before we 
found the moral independence to 
see feat it was misplaced, but in 
many it never entirely disappears.

No, those of us who be¬ 
lieve in a woman’s right to abortion 
(and I do) must accept the natural 
conse q ue n ces of our argument: that 
same will exercise that right ac¬ 
cording to criteria of which we do 
not approve. So be it 
The argument will now proceed 
excitably, carried on fay a range of 
interests from the gay left at one 
extreme to the moral righr at fee 
other. I suspect, in different ways, 
these extremes will find reasons for 

disapproving of the recent alleged 
findinp. But as to the quieter body 
of public opinion which ties be¬ 
tween them. I know what the re¬ 
sponse will be from (for instance) 
fee youth who wrote m me anony¬ 
mously from Coventry recently 
(“19. gay. and pretty pissed off 
really”). To him, it will mean that 
there is no point trying to fight ft.

From its 
towers and labyrinths would 
emerge much dross but also works 
of great art and great journalism. 
So God save the BBC 
‘ Today the place has not quite tost 
its joie de vivre. Executives are still 
quaffing and chirping their way 
I from Cannes to Wunbledon. from 
Lord's to Goodwood. “Strategy 
weekends” of unrivalled splendour 
I are planned. The best seats are 
taken at the Proms, the best hotel 
suites at the party conferences. BBC 
grandees, like maharajahs under 
fee protection of the viceroy, stiff 
take “the season" seriously. 

So what is this self-doubt? What 
are Biitism and suitism and shirt- 
ism? Who are TuDy and Dukey? 
Who are those shadowy body¬ 
guards who escort managers from 
meeting to meeting wife names like 
Touche, McStingy and Bell? This is 
not glad confident morning again. 
It looks ominously tike what 
North cole Parkinson called “struc¬ 
ture supplanting leadership". Per¬ 
haps fee BBC should be parcelled 
up and sent to Harvard Business 
School for students to dissert in 
years to come, as an exemplary 
fast-breeder bureaucracy. Small 
wonder every dinner table echoes 
to the question. Tell us about Birt. 
Why is everybody against him?” 

In vain do I plead that BBC 
producer choice is about as grip¬ 
ping a topic of conversation as the 
latest adjustment to the EC sheep- 
meat premium. I protest that I 
would rather attend karaoke night 
at a works canteen than hear "the 
BBC governors present their dar¬ 
ter renewal proposals to an audi¬ 
ence in the regions”. If this is the

corporation's idea of a good time, 
no wonder Eldorado was a flop. 

I am not against John Birt Fora 
start ft is a brave man who takes 
on old British institutions. Gently 
stroke the fur of the Foreign Office 
or Oxford University or St Barthol¬ 
omew’s Hospital or the BBC, and 
each will purr with pleasure. Seek 
to reform them and they will open 
their jaws and have you for 
breakfast Such institutions believe 
they are beyond discussion: yet 
whenever they are analysed, they 
seem like Alice drinking fee potion. 
They shrink with alarming speed. 
Set the BBC in a world of cables 
and satellites, videos and smart- 
cards. and suddenly Broadcasting 
House could a inride a thimble. 

So romanticism is untenable. 
The empire’s days have long been 
numbered. No sensible person can 
refute Mr Birrs diagnosis or his 
prescription. The BBCs tricorne is 
bound to fall. Its monopolies are 
shattering on every side. The place 
has been unman aged for years.

Outsiders who visit the BBC 
still reel from its “meetings cul¬ 
ture”: interminable committees in 
wind) feuding departments fight 
for extra staff to fend off rivals.

"I COULD have danced all night i 
could have danced all night...” 
Forgive the high spirits. It's just 
been that sort of week A frantic 
whirl of a seven days, fee scat that 
lifts a diarist's life above the 
relentless round of lunches and 
cocktails, the sort that puis a spring 
in fee pen and a song in the intro. 

Even hardened, professional 
party-goers like myself have been 
left giddy with excitement. Show 
after show, celebrity after celebrity, 
ovazim after ovation, champagne 
after, hie... more champagne, in 
short, dear reader, a veritable orgy 
of theatrical deficit 

Such was the pace. In fact, that 
even now events are already begin¬ 
ning to blur, merging into one long 
round of “Darling, you were won¬ 
derful. left lunch".

Norma’s beauty is lading (never¬ 
theless I saw the curve of her 40 ft 
neck send a definite frisson 
through the first night audience), 
but ter memories bum as brightiy 
as ever. Like the day when thou¬ 
sands thronged the sidewalks of 
Jurassic Boulevard to see her leave 
her hoofprints in fee mud along¬ 
side those of so maqy of her co- 
stars, Burt Brachiosaur. Rock Rex 
and good ol’Fete Plateosaurus. As 
she builds towards the undoubted 
showstopper "Don’t Fly for Me, 



Terry Dactyl", she muses on what 
future generations will make of 
finding tite footprints of so numy of 
the all-time dinosaur greats in one 
place. A theme park, perhaps? 

Quicklywe move onto the Prince 
of Wales theatre, for a consoling 
glass or two with the unhappy cast 
of City of Angles, who have just 
learnt feat their show — based 
loosely on the life of a Hollywood 
trigonometry teacher — is to dose, 
despite rave reviews from the 
critics. Poignantly. I arrive just as 
the hantot house stzHsmuzldng 
down the show's publicity posters. 
Lying in a puddle is a ripped

based era the story of a heroine of a 
bygone age attempting to make her 
comeback. But fee star received 
poor support from a fossilised cast 
of hundreds. And as for fee tunes. 
"Ftonifiar, dated and derivative” 
was how erne of my kinder col¬ 
leagues described them. Neverthe¬ 
less, I popped round afterwards to 
see the show's surprisingly ebul¬ 
lient promoter. Lord Hesketh. He 
poured me a large vodka. “Say 
yes," he ordered, as the vodka Jevd 
rose.

The publication yesterday of the auditors’ 
"EJ* extravagance. lack of proper 
accountability and lax management-onS 
European Bank for Reconstruction and 
^Development (EBRD) has at last secured the 
^abrupt departure of its president Jacques 
Attali.. “tter man 'would have announced 
hjs resignation four months ago. when news 
of the millions poured into suspended 
cedmgsand specially polished marble at the 
bank’s City headquarters became public. A 
better man would have cleared his desk 
overnight when details emerged of double 
reimbursement on flights to die Far East, 
mysteriously delayed repayments for Char¬ 
tered jets for personal travel and £22,000 
worth of nightclub bills—for which cheques 
were received only late last month after the 
auditors’ enquiry had begun. 

M Attali’s last gesture, in the light of the 
report’s detailed disclosures, was to propose 
the waiving of a severance payment of 
.^147,000 — on condition that the bank’s S3- 
wmber international board agreed not to 
pursue any claims in respect of irregularities 
uncovered by the auditors. -However 
tempted the directors may be to dose the 
books on this chapter of embarrassment, 
they should firmly resist French pressure to 
agree to any such deal. The EBRD must 
dean house thoroughly, and must be seen to 
do so. Nor should they automatically pay M 
Attah: in addition to the report's findings of 
mismanagement there was the judgment 
that the president appeared to be in breach 
of the bank’s code of conduct. Had he not 
resigned, the directors would have had little 
chcrioe but to discuss his dismissal. 

M Attali’s fate is wholly secondary to the 
damage he has inflicted both on the EBRD, 
which was set up two years ago to assist the 
development of free enterprise in Central 
Jpid Eastern Europe, and bn the whole 
fabric of East-West cooperation. The EBRD 
was an institution that had to prove the point 
of its existence; given the accumulated 


experience of.the World Bank and Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund in economic 
restructuring, the need for a new bureau- 
cracy was harcflysdFevident, 

‘ The. EBRD, was political creation, 
intended by M AttaliVold friend President 
Mitterrand to demonstrate Western Eu- 
rppefs central role ip helping. the East A 
special niche had to be invented for fie new 
bank jtn order to circumvent , the objection 
that it would duplicate effort The EBRD 
was thus required to tend 60 per cent of its 
money for commercial projects, on commer¬ 
cial terms, acting as a catalyst for other 
private sector investment The World Bank’s 
excellent International Finance Corporation 
was already in toe field;' but this inconve¬ 
nient fact was ignored. Too small to make a 
doit on the grand blueprints tor transform¬ 
ing entire industries, too remote to meet the 
real heed for help to small private en¬ 
trepreneurs, it concentrated on improving 
v the vistas within its marbled halk instead erf 
setting an example of free markets at work, 
the EBRD has offered a flamboyant display 
ofthe unacceptable face of capitalism. 

. The inquest must, as the report says, reach 
beyond the conduct of M Altali and some of 
his key deputies to the whole question of 
what it politefycalls “corporate gov¬ 
ernance”. The report does not attempt a 
comprehensive survey of the bank's shoddy 
procedures and control systems, noting only 
that these are “conducive to improprieties”. 
But-what is already dear is that the EBRD 
cumbersome board, whose 53 members are 
generously paid for their trouble, has been 
disgracefuQy incurious. If the EBRD did not 
exist, nobody would now invent it; but as a 
bank, it has begun to find hs feet ^finding h 
up would fre mine money wasted: the board 
shbuld gjve it one more chance, but only one, 
under new management and a more sens¬ 
ible, practical , mandate- And toe govern¬ 
ments which bankroll the EBRD should put 
the board itself under rigorous scrutiny. 


GENES AND THE MAN 


The discovery of evidence that homosexual-' 
fry may be linked to genetic makeup has 
produced fanciful comment. There is gen¬ 
eral agreement that if a gene has beerrident-. 
ified as carrying a homosexual predispos¬ 
ition,then this hassignificaBt moral impfiev,. 
ations. Fortunately, there is no consensus^ 
about what these ethical consequenefc^are , 

Even among gay activists there is* disag- “ 
reement about whether proof of a biological - 
tendency would, result in more; dr less 
discrimination. On the one hand, the fact of 
a genetic basis would undermine the idea : 
that homosexuality is a form of moral turpit¬ 
ude. Sexual preference would be seen in a ‘ 
more neutral light if toe predfledion to it • 
were no more of a choice than, ey&colour. 

Some will argue that ff homosexuals pe 
bom into their condition, then legislation 
that prohibits discrimination on toe grounds 
of in-bom characteristics such as race or sex 
should also apply to them. In these terras, 
^demonstrating that a homosexual life is not 
Chosen in free will would result in mare 
protection and less vilification? But those- 
who defend the idea of homosexuality as ah 
alternative lifestyle which anyone should be 
able to adopt without censure reject such 
biological determinism. They do not wish'to 
be excused their sexual orientation on toe 
grounds that they cannot help it but to be 
accepted as they are. . 

There is a fear that those who regard 
homosexuality as inherently devian t am i 
unacceptable could use sudi a sdeiitific 
breakthrough as a way of eliminating toe 
tendency altogether. This remote possibility 
has led to some wild conjecture- Stamping 
AJt an inherited inclination for homosexual- - 
?ty could be done only by tampering with the 


gates in reproductive cells — a process that 
is currently illegal—or by offering to “cure” 
the condition with genetic cell therapy — 
which treatmentcouldalways be refused. 

A programme of screening foetuses for the 
/ relevant gene and then .offering mothers toe 
ix^abflity of abortion fas is done with major 
congenital defects tike Down’s Syndrome}^ 
would come up against rival claims of civil 
liberties. A woman's right to abortion on her 
own Chosen grounds, would have to be 
weighed against toe potential right of a 
foetus to develop in its own way and, by 
implication, toe right of other adults to live 
in the way that they prefer without stigma. 

* Even offering ^toerapeutic” abortions of 
: potentiaDy gay foetuses would not efirainate 
fife genetic strain. That could be done only 
by forcibly identifying and sterilising ail 
women who carried it—a possibility not en¬ 
visaged even by those alarmists who are al¬ 
ready calling fora ban on such abortions. 

Hus controversy has been sparked by in- 
condusive data. Although a genetic link has 
been found in certain families where male 
homosexuality is prevalent, it is not toe case 
that every carrier of toe gene becomes homo¬ 
sexual—-and there are active homosexuals 
who are not carriers. 

A larger issue is raised by genetic engin¬ 
eering itseH If science can told a hereditary 
basis for traits such as criminality or violent 
aggression, political arid ethical derisions 
will have to be made about how to deal with 
that Jmowledge. An American molecular 
geneticists, Mr Dean Hame/v said yesterday 
that human sexuality was much too complex 
to be determined'by one gene. Equally, 

: moral questions are too complex to be settled 
purely by scientific discoveries.

Behaviour of bees 

From DrH. R. G Riches 
• Sir, After toe tragic death of his friend 
’ Professor Ralph Johnson, apparently 
from multiple bee stings. Sir Claus 
Moser is reported to have lamented; 
“What got into those bees in that 
awful moment, well never know" 
(obituary and article. “Honey's fatal 
sting" July 6). In reality, bad-tem¬ 
pered episodes in previously docile 
colonies is not a great mystery to 
experienced beekeepers. 

It must always be remembered that 
honey bees are not domesticated 
creatures which can be trained to 
recognise their master like cats, dogs 
and horses, etc. They are not inher¬ 
ently aggressive but have strong 
defmsive instincts and will defend 
their colony to the death, be it 
toemsdves or an intruder. 

At this time of year, when food is 
plentiful the likely cause of un¬ 
expected colony bad temper is prob¬ 
ably either increased colony alertness 
because of earlier disturbance by 
persons or animals, or critical activ¬ 
ities within the colony such as 
preparations to swarm or supersede 
an old queen, or the return of foraging

JOHN BOLTON was a pioneer of 
radio astronomy, one of the breed of 
| wartime radar scientists including 
'Sir Martin Ryle and Sir Bernard 
Lovdl who subsequently developed 
radio astnmomy injo the major arm 
<rf cosmic research which it is today. 
As dir ecto r of the Australian Nat¬ 
ional Radio Astronomy Observatory 
at Pariaes New South Wales, from 
1961, he commissioned the 64-meter 
reflector whose construction had 
started a year earlier and in the 
planning of which he had been 
deepty involved. The Tarkes dish" 
completed within two years, remains" 
fully committed in the forefront of 
research 30 years later, one of the 
most successful and cost-effective 
scientific instruments of all time. 

Under Bolton’s leadership, Rarices 
was prime, station for NASA during 
tfte Apollo-11 to -17 moon missions, in 
She days before the global extern of 
NASA'S deep space network. The 
first moonwalk was transmitted en¬ 
tirety from signals received at Partes. 
Originally Parkes was not to partici¬ 
pate. in Apollo 13: but with the 
spacecraft o^ledmpcwer from the 
on-board explosion P&rkes was read¬ 
ied by Bolton and. his tf«m at. six .

Bolton’s career was wid&reachmg 
and- influential: his remarkable re¬ 
search advances involved not just 
estragalactic radio sources, but radio 
flares from the sim,the galactic radio 
background, the galactic centre, ga¬ 
lactic magnetic fi&ls,-and-galactic 
spectral-line emission. Time , and 
again he successfully, .^wseffie key 
problems to research: The foun^ of 
two major radio observatories.' he; 
also played a pivotal role in the early 
stages of the outstanding 4metre 
optical telescope of the Anglo-Austra- 
lian Observatory at Siding Spring 
Mountain, NSW. In -fact, Bolton 
more than anyone brought the 
sciences of radio and optical astrono¬ 
my together, tite subsequent fusion 
creating the multhwavdength obser¬ 
vational astronrany and cosmologyof 


-today. He did so by example, by 
poring over photographic plates for 
weeks at a time, by observing with 
the largest optical telescopes, and by 
showing optical astronomers that 
herewas a“wire-weWer" from whom 
much could be learnt—and frequent¬ 
ly, about their own fidd as well as his.

Royal Navy, carrying out radar 
research at foe Tdecorrmunicafions' 
Research Establishment in Worces¬ 
tershire. Later he served as radar 
officer in foe Pacific, on tite aircraft 
carrier Unicom. In 1946 he joined J: 
L : Pawsey's Radio Astronomy 
Group m Australia, working at foe 
Commonwealth Council for Scientif¬ 
ic and Industrial Research. He made 
his mark quickly: foe year 1948 saw 
the first major discovery when, with 


colleagues Bruce Slee and Gordon 
Stanley. Bolton used foe famous “sea 
int e rfe ro meter” on the diffe of Dover 
Heights above Sydney to pinpoint 
several sources of cosmic radio 
emission. J. S. Hey and colleagues 
had discovered such objects during 
the war; Bolton. Stanley and Slee 
found more, and showed that that 
they coincided in position with galax¬ 
ies outside the Mflky Way. These first 
'identifications* of extra-galactic 
radio sources opened new vistas in 
high-energy astrophysics and obser- 


From 1955 to 1961. Bolton was 
Professor of Physics and Astronomy 
at the Ca liforn ia Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy (Caltech] where he established 
tiie Owens Valley Radio Observatory 
with its then novel two-demenr 
interferometer. 

At Caltech, Bolton had continued

his programme of identifying extra- 
galactic radio sources, and in the 
course of this he noted some coinci¬ 
dences In positions with star-like 
objects. The nature of these was 
revealed in 1962-63 when the Parkes 
dish was used in lunar-occultation 
observations to determine a precise 
position for the radio source 3C273. 
“Quast-Steflar Objects", quasars, 
had been discovered: highly lumi¬ 
nous objects enablin p astronomers to 

see to the Unfits of the observable 
universe. During the next 15 years 
Bolton and his team pursued system¬ 
atic surveys of the radio sky at 
Parises, cataloguing over 8,000 radio 
sources and among these identifying 
several hundred quasars, at one time 
more than the total tally of all other 
observatories. 

John Bolton was a competitive 
man. fiercely so, but fair. He aimed to 
be best. When he grew roses in the 
dry and dusty hinterland of New 
South Wales, the^’ were beautiful, 
ffis lawn was foe greenest He 
cooked the best steaks, complement¬ 
ed by fine wines from his impressive 
ceflar. In his earlier years a keen 
sportsman, cricketer, swimmer and 
long-distance cyclist he took up golf 
late in life as a most unlikely player, 
an arthritic swing limiting his long 
game. But a deadly short game and 
his fierce concentration made him 
very hard to beat. The intense and 
powerful personality did not endear 
him id everyone — there was little 
tolerance for mediocrity, poor judg¬ 
ment. or lack of commitment. But he 
was always a leader. Many honours 
accrued; he was a fellow of foe 
Australian Academy of Science 
(19691, fellow of die Royal Society 
(1973), vice-presideni of foe Interna¬ 
tional Astronomical Union (1977), 
gold medalist of the Royal Astronom¬ 
ical Society (1977), foreign associate of 
the US National Academy of Sciences 
(1980), and appointed CBE (1981).

Anne Wall OBE, charity 
patron, died on July 9 
aged 79. She was born on 
April 14.1914. 

ANNE WALL was one of the 
unsung heroines in the charity 
world. She inherited her 
money from her husband, 
Albert Edward “Wally" Wall, 
a scion of the Walls ice-cream 
making family. When he died 
in 1953, he ensured that his 
wife was well provided for 
with a generous trust fund, 
but stipulated in his will that a 
certain amount of the money 
should be given each year to 
charities of his wife's own 
choosing. 

Wall mostly preferred to 
keep her generosity a secret, 
though foe sums she donated 
were substantial. She became, 
in feet, one of foe most 
generous of charity patrons, 
and a regular on the fund¬ 
raising lunch and ball circuit. 

From 1983 she was vice- 
president and financier of two 
of the yearfs fund-raising 
highlights: the "Fleur de 
Fleurs” summer lunch, held at 
foe Dorchester, and the 
"White Dove Ball” held at the 
Savoy in November, with her 
old friend Margot, Countess of 
Buckinghamshire acting as 
president and general 
organiser of the two events. 

The two women dreamed 
up some spectacular scenarios 
for foe ball: in 1990 the Savoy 
ballroom was transformed 
into a winter forest, complete 
with fake snow and white 
trees. The guests — who 
included Prince Aly Khan — 
were fed flaming ice-creams. 

Since 1990. foe money 
raised from tite ball went to 
the Royal Marsden Hospital's 
£25 million appeal fund. This 



was a cause which particular¬ 
ly appealed to Wall, and she 
donated more of her own 
money to build a playground 
for the children there. A visit to 
the hospital last year co¬ 
incided with that of foe hospi¬ 
tal's president the Princess of 
Wales, who was there to open 
the new cancer unit This was 
not the first contact Wall had 
had with the royal family: she 
was proud of the Christmas 
card she received every year 
from Princess Michael of 
Kent and in 1990 she was 
appointed OBE. 

Anne Wall had originally 
trained as a ballet dancer, and 
kept her slim, erect and impec¬ 
cably turned out figure well 
into old age. She enjoyed 
company but was not fond of 
talking about herself. She 
continued to live in the house 
she had originally shared with 
her husband in The Bishop’s 
Avenue, Hampstead. 

Anne Wall had no children. 
She bequeathed foe major 
portion of her charity trust to 
Sense—a national association 
for those bom deaf and blind. 


RONAL0 PATERSON 


ARMAND VAQUERIN 


Ronald Paterson, 
couturier, has died aged . 
75 l He was bom in East 
Lanark, Scotland, on 
■ December 30,1917. 

RONALD Patersonwas one of 
the most handsome of couture 
fashion designers. His dothes 
were flattering and colourful, 
and often presented m unpre¬ 
dictable ways:. once, ..when 
showing a collection to foe 
Queen .Mother and ftiKess 
Margaret; he. painted a xnodv 
el’s nice green. ; 

As a designer, he was 
known as a master of drapmg 
silk jersey, an art which lie ' 
learnt at foe hands of foe: 
legendary Madame Gris at 
her Parisian salon before the 
war. He later wen£ on to 
invent , foe “high-k^ fine, 
very popular Jm foe early 
Sixties, which incorporated a 
high front-waist fin® swinging 
to a low back. • 

Ronald IngHs Paterson’S 
father wanted his son to be a 
doctor or a clergyman, but 
was foiled when Paterson, 
then a student at Edinburgh 
lUmverefty. entered a Dally 
Express fashion competition in 
1938. The judge was Elsa 
Schiaparelli who awarded 
him first and second prizes. 
Paterson recalled her as. a 
“terrifying woman* but was 
forcibly taken under her wing 
and introduced to foe couture 
saJms of Paris, and. to her . 
surrealist friends, Salvador 
Dali and Jean Cocteau- . 

Afterwards Paterson be¬ 
came apprenticed to Alix 
Grts,wimwhomhe remained 
until foe second world war. 
Grts specialised in long Greek 
rm uimis of white jersey, exqui¬ 
sitely draped and pleated and 
Paterson learnt a great deal 
from her working method: 
each dress was modelled dir¬ 
ectly an to the mannequin 
without a paitern and with the 
minimum of cutting. - ’ _ . 

After six-and-a-haif years in - 
the Army, Paterson returned 





to Paris to work as a fashion 
artist and freelance designer. 
In J947 he opened his own 
couture .- house m London, 
starting wifli'qnfy a dozen 
.workers; and- - watched the 
business rapidly fake off By 
1951 he was employing a staff 
of 164. • . 

The house models at ms 
Mayfair salon were all taught 
to walk the rather st rang e 
Paterson way, then considered 
the . height of. chic heads held 
high, eyes half open, driest 
caved in. stomach pushfid-twt 


and taking foe tiniest steps in 
skirts pinned tightly round 
their calves. “Secy but not 
vulgar* was Paterson’s ethos. 

His frocks were soon in 
demand by .-royalty, fey 
London sodety and by film 
stars such as Olivia de 
Havffland and Merle Oberon. 
Kinff Husain of Jordan's Eng¬ 
lish bride, Toni Gardiner — 
later known as Mima. El 
Husain — wore a Paterson 
dress to her wedding in 1961. 
(The unassuming Miss Gardi¬ 
ner had approached Paterson 


as a bride-to-be without men¬ 
tioning who she was to marry, 
and Paterson unluckily told 
her he was far too busy to 
manage the trousseau as well 
as the dress.) 

Paterson possessed that 
down-to-earth Scottish trait of 
being arrogant with foe aris¬ 
tocracy and warm mid loyal to 
his old friends. He was not 
unduly fared by all the fuss: 
“Money and success haven't 
made much difference to our 
way of life. The important 
pleasures are the same as they 
always werc'niy family, my 
worit and musit.” 

In the early 1960s Paterson 
was made vicerihainnan of 
the Incorporated Society of 
London' Fashion Designers 
(known as the “Inkspcrts") and 
in 1964 he won 7Tte Sunday 
Times fashion award for cou¬ 
ture. He enjoyed lecturing on 
his subject in such unlikely 
venues as Holloway prison, 
but was also a regular cm the 
platform at the Royal College 
of Art and the Edinburgh 
College of Art. 

In 1966 Paterson was forced 
to move to new premises (his 
salon in Albemarle Street was 
subsiding). The new house 
proved to be too small to 
accomodate enough workers 
to coyer overheads and the 
business dosed in 1968. 

Paterson then turned his 
attention to designing for films 
— induding two in foe James 
Bond series (Barbara Bach 
wore one of his elegant black 
dresses in You Only Live 
Twice) — before retiring to 
Trance where he worked cm 
the refuririshment of a chain of 
hotels. After five years he 
returned to England with his 
Canadiaivbom wife and faith¬ 
ful business partner since the 
early days. “Steve”, who died 
in 1982. Paterson retired to a 
house near Bath, dose to 
where his daughter lived, and 
took up oil-painting. 

He is survived by his 
daughter. 
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Armand Vaqnerin, 
former French 
international rogby 
player, died in BAzierson 
July 10 aged 42 from 
gunshot wounds resulting 
from playing Russian 
roulette.

THE virtually bald head and 
Pandio Vflla-style moustache 
of Armand Vaquerin were 
famous in southwest France. 
As a loose-head, prop forward, 
he was a star of the att- 
conquering B&iers side that 
won ten Frendi dhampionship 
in the 1970s and early 1980s. 

He was also capped 26 times 
for the national side, but 
missed France’s grand slam 
success of 1977 when he was 
replaced by Gerard Chdley. 
He played in national sides 
that never won the five ra¬ 
tions’ tournament but he was 
a forward who earned the 
respect of all sides. He played 
with vigour with the sleeves erf 
his jersey either cut or rolled 
up to the shoulder. 

Vaquerin was the son of 
Spanish immigrants. They 
moved to rugfaymad B&ders 
and Vaquerin was ten when 
Bfaiers won its first national 
tide in 1961. He first made his 
mark on the rugby Add as an 
adolescent. In 197L he was 
picked to play against Roma¬ 
nia at the age of 20. the 
youngest ever front-row for¬ 
ward to be picked for the 
natio nal team . 

At B&riers. Vaquerin played 
in foe front row along with 
Alain Paco and Jean-Louis 
Martin. They formed the fast¬ 
est front row of the decade and

JAMES Benton Parsons, who 
became the first black federal 
judge in foe United Nations 
when President Kennedy ap¬ 
pointed him in 196L died on 
June 19 aged 81. 

Parsons retired from trial

were backed by notable locks 
in the persons of Alain Esteve 
and Michel Palmie.

Elisa Rodriguez 

ELISA Godinez Rodriguez, 
the ex-wife of former Cuban 
President FUlgenrio Batista, 
died in Miami on June 19 in 
aged 88. 

Rodriguez married Batista 
in 1933. Seven years later, 
Batista was elected president 
of Cuba and Rodriguez was 
first lady .from 1940-44. 

The couple had three child¬ 
ren before divorcing in 1945. 
Batista was overthrown by 


injury in 1975 cost him a place 
in the French team that suc¬ 
cessfully toured South Africa. 
It was this tour that estab¬ 
lished CboQey and Roger 
Paparemborde as France’s 
more or less permanent front 
row forwards. 

However. Vaquerin contin¬ 
ued piling up national cham¬ 
pionships and was regularly 
photographed holding aloft 
the Brennus shield. His last 
international appearance was 
in the French side that defeat¬ 
ed Ireland in 1980. - 

He found it difficult to adapt 
after retirement although he 
threw himself into other 
sports, notably hunting and 
deep-sea diving. He spent six 
years in Mexico but could not 
resist turning up unan¬ 
nounced in New Zealand to 
support France during the 
first World Cup of 1987. Later, 
he relumed to Beziers where 
he opened a bar, Le Cardiff.

He was 
known to everyone as coura¬ 
geous and generous, but he 
was given to excesses such as 
the one that cost him his life. 
On Saturday, he wandered 
over to another bar and of¬ 
fered to play Russian roulette 
with the locals. When there 
were no takers, he took a 
Smith and Wesson from his 
car and removed five bullets. 
The sixth killed him. 

He is survived by his wife 
and son.

TRAINED POLAR BEARS AT 
THE "ZOO." 

The Zoological Society distrusts the 
methods erf those who exploit “trained” 
wild animals, and partly for this reason, 
partly because of the limited space at its 
disposal, is seldom willing to give 
hospitality to performing animals. It 
has, however, made a temporary excep¬ 
tion in favour of five young F)lar bears, 
the property of a young Swedish lady 
whose stage name is Mile. Doris del 
Mon®. The troupe came to London late 
on Friday from a provincial engage¬ 
ment, and as it seemed certain foaf 
otherwise the animate would have to 
spend some days of the present very hot 
weather in small travelling boxes, they 
were taken in at foe Gardens, and early 
txi Saturday morning were set free in 
one of foe two large new bears’ 
enclosures. The five bears, apparently 
cubs of last year, are healthy arid docile 
creatures and have been well treated, 
but since their capture have had no 
opportunity of bathing. They rushed 
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In very hot weather the Zoological 
Society took pity on Mile del Monte's 
troupe of performing polar bears, who 
made straight for the water. 

straight to the^water and have since then 
spent most of their time in it in the most 
exuberant spirits. They have as compan¬ 
ion a large blade and white Samoyede 
dog. It is not intended that foe bears 
should be put through any of their 
“performances", but their activity and 
playfulness make them an unusually 
attractive exhibition. 

FEEDING OF THE REPTILES. 

Many yean ago it was foe custom of the 
Society to feed foe reptiles in public 


every Friday evening. At that time it was 
usual to place live goats, rabbits, fowls, 
and so forth in the cages of the large 
snakes, and Charles Dickens and other 
writers have left vivid descriptions of foe 
public interest in what must have been 
an unpleasant spectacle. For more than 
ten years, however, the house has been 
dosed at feeding time. A notice has now 
been placed in foe Reptile House that 
feeding will take place on Friday 
evenings at 6, and on last Friday this 
eqmmental arrangement began. Only 
freshly killed prey is givai.Tne poison¬ 
ous snakes, such as cobras and puff- 
adders, generally strike at the dead rats 
or mice as soon as these are thrown into 
the cage, but sometimes the bodies have 
to be dangled in front of them, offered 
and withdrawn several times. After 
striking they withdraw at once, and 
begin the process of swallowing some 
time after, seizing the prey indifferently 
by any portion of the body. The large 
constricting snakes such as pythons and 
boas seize foe prey with a sudden rush 
and then throw a aril of the body over ft.

THE Danish National Bank 
was forced to increase to key 
discount and deposit rates 
from 7.25 per cent to 9.25 per 
cent yesterday after a day of 
concerted intervention by 
European central banks failed 
to give the embattled krone the 
support it needed. 

The krone is expected to 
come under further pressure 
next week. 

The deposit rate, on which 
long market rates are based, is 
the rate the central bank pays 
on commercial banks' current 
account deposits with h. The 
little-used discount rate usual¬ 
ly follows die deposit rate. 

Speculation against die kro¬ 
ne increased after the 
Bundesbank failed to cut in¬ 
terest rales on Thursday. All 
die European central banks 
that are part of the exchange- 
rate mechanism acted to sup¬ 
port the krone. 

Earlier in the day, specula¬ 
tion prompted Erik Hoff- 
meyer, die Danish central 
bank governor, to say the 
krone would be defended by 
all means, including interest 
rate rises and further interven¬ 
tion if necessary. 

He was forced to live up to 
his promise after the central 
banks' obligation to support 


ERM currencies ended at 4pm 
London time. 

Theo Waigel. the German 
finance minister, tried to ease 
ERM tensions by saying he 
saw more room for official 
German rate cuts if conditions 
allowed 

He said Germany and 
France would continue to 
work together against curren¬ 
cy speculators who have been 
pushing the franc lower. The 
krone is now the weakest 
member of the ERM. followed 
by the franc. 

Despite a day of co¬ 
ordinated support for the kro¬ 
ne. it finned only marginally 
against the mark at 3.8925, 
strengthening from its close 
on Thursday of 3£986. This is 
dangerously close to its ERM 
floor erf 3.9016.1he franc 
closed at 3.4180 against the 
mark, uncomfortably dose to 
its floor of 3.4305. 

David Coleman, of the Ca¬ 
nadian International Bank of 
Commerce in London, said the 
krone was sure to come under 
pressure again on Monday. 

Speculation increased that 
the EC monetary committee, 
which meets on Monday, 
would have the question of 
ERM realignment on the 
agenda.

THE government's run of 
good economic news contin¬ 
ued with the announcement of 
a lower than expected public 
sector borrowing requirement 
of £3.9. billion last month 
(Patricia Tehan writes).

The June figure brings the 
total PSBR for the first three 
months of the current fiscal 
ytar to £132 billion, compared 
with £10.7 billion in the same 
period last year. 

Ian Shepherdsan, UK econ¬ 
omist with Midland Global 
Markets, said the rise in 


income tax and value added 
tax receipts was particularly 
encouraging. But he said de¬ 
partmental spending was 
high. Net cash outlays rose by 
8J5 per cent to E59.7 billion, in 
the three months compared 
with the same period last yean 
they were up by 8 per cent to 
£19.6 billion, in June com¬ 
pared with June 1992 
. The slowing in tbe govern¬ 
ment’s borrowing require¬ 
ment from the May figure, 
which has been revised from 
£5 billion to £47 billion, puts 
theTreasuryback on course to 
meet its target of £50 billion 
for the year.

BA M Coeme said "it is time to end the 
suicidal price war and practices at the limit 
of fair play that are destabilising the airline 
industry" m Europe. 

All the signs are in Brussels that foe 
British government could be in for a rough 
ride over the next six months on any Issues 
where "serial dumping" is apparently 
giving British industry a competitive advart- 
tage. Herman de Croo, a former Belgian 
transport minister who is chairing a group 
of “wise men" to advise the commission cm 
air policy, warned yesterday that complete 
liberalisation of the air sector could result in

Resort Hotels deals 
are suspended 
after chief resigns

SHAREHOLDERS in Resort 
Hotels were left in confusion 
yesterday as dealings in the 
shares were suspended at 45p 
after the resignation of Robert 
Feld, the chief executive. 

Analysts feared the recent 
acquisition of County Resort 
Hotels and Country Resort 
Hotels, both BES companies, 
had overstretched the finances 
of the company. A statement 
from Resort's board gave 
warning of “concern over a 
number of financing and re¬ 
porting issues" and said inde¬ 
pendent accountants have 
been asked to report. Roland 
Lewis, finance director, is tak¬ 
ing over immediately from Mr 
Feld, who stays cm the board. 

Resort’s borrowings were 
set to rise to £50 million from 
on-balance sheet debt of £23 
million reported in the April 
1992accounts as a result of foe 
pre-agreed take-out of BES 
shareholders in Country and 
County which together owned 
11 hotels, totalling 500 bed¬ 
rooms. managed by Resort 

The takeout of Country was 
completed last year in a share- 
forshaie offer and County 
was taken over in May for £35 
million with foe issue of 85 
million Resort shares. Last 
year. Resort’s board estimated

foe net tangible assets of the 
two BES companies to be £22 
million but, in addition. Re¬

Neither Resort nor Barclays 
de Zoete Wedd, its adviser, 
would clarify foe financing 
and reporting problems, but a 
spokesman said foe company 
“had acted as soon as the 
situation was discovered” and 
Resort continued to trade 
normally. 

Welsh Water, which yester¬ 
day said it had agreed to lease 
four of its hotels to Resort, said 
the transaction was not affect¬ 
ed by Resort 1 * announcement 
The hotels group, which has a 
portfolio of 50 properties total¬ 
ling 2500 rooms, started life 
as a BES company, and has 
been financed with share is¬ 
sues since its flotation in 1988 
by Capel Cure Myers. 

The company made its 
fourth cash call in May last 
year, raising £20 million in a 
one-for-two rights issue 
backed by BZW. Resort's fre¬ 
quent calls on shareholders 


have increased its issued share 
capital from £45 million in 
1988 to £335 million last year, 
a rise of GOO per cent 

Profits grew from £524,000 
at its stock market launch to 
£6.1 million in foe year to 
April 30 and Resort’s tankers 
were forecasting profits of £7.2 
milli on this year. Results for 
the six months to October 31 
showed an 11 per cent rise in 
pre-tax profits to £3.25 millio n 
but concerns over foe strength 
of Resort's balance sheet have 
kept the share price depressed. 

The beleaguered hotel sec¬ 
tor received a shock in March 
when shares in Queens Moat 
were suspended due to a 
financial crisis ova* foe com¬ 
pany's £1 billion of debt and 
inadequate financial controls.

Apple suffers a $750m bite

WALL Street cut the earnings 
estimates and savaged foe 
shares of Apple Computer 
yesterday after it disclosed its 
largest quarterly loss. More 
than $750 million was wiped 
from the company's market 
value as six brokers cut profit 
estimates for this year 38 per 
cent and next year 63 per cent 
Its shares fell $650 to a low of 
$2925 in early New York 
trading yesterday. 

Apple has announced 2500 
jobs will be lost — 16 per cent 
of the worldwide workforce — 


and took a $320.9 million 
charge for foe cost, pushing 
third-quarter results into the 
red try $1882 million, its 
largest on record and the first 
red ink since 1991. In foe third 
iuarter last year it made 
131.6 million. Nine months' 
profits are down 80 per cent to 
$83.9 million. 

Some analysts believe more 
job cuts are to come. Their 
fears were sparked by stunted 
profits growth before tax, in¬ 
terest and special charges. 
Operating profits were almost 


90 per cent lower than expect¬ 
ed, despite a 7 per cent rise in 
turnover to $156 million. Pro¬ 
fit forecasts for foe year to this 
September have been cut from 
$400 million to $250 million. 
Three weeks ago John Sculley 
stood aside after ten years as 
chief executive, but is expected 
to stay on as chairman. 

More than $32 billion has 
been cut from its market value 
in the past 12 months as the 
shares plunged 55 per cent At 
its peak in 1991, Apple was 
valued at $8.45 billion.

OUTPUT az American fac¬ 
tories, mines and utilities fell 
02 per coot in June, foe first 
dreg) since September. 

The decrease in the Federal 
Reserve’s industrial produc¬ 
tion index was caused partly 
by the second straight cut in 
car and light truck manufac¬ 
turing andadrop in the out¬ 
put of consumer appliances 
and. room air conditioners. 

The drop was expected. 
However, the government re¬ 
vised away a reported 02 per 
cent production gain in May. 
Production is now reported as 
unchanged in that month. 

Factories started this year 
on a strong note, after con¬ 
sumers went on a spending 
spree before Christmas. But as 
consumers pulled bade, man¬ 
ufacturers found stories start¬ 
ing to pile up and they slowed 
their pace of expansion. 

During the second quarter, 
industrial production ad¬ 
vanced at a 1.9 per cant annual 
rate, compared with a 55 per 
cent rate in the first quarter. 

In foe face of near-stagnant 
production, the operating rate 
for industrial businesses has 
edged down. It was 812 per 
cent of capacity in June, down 
from 815 per cent in May and 
81.7 per cent in April 

Although an indication of 
sluggishness, that is a good 
sign for inflation. 

Manufacturing production 
in June fell 03 per cent on top 
of a 0.1 per cent decline in 
May. Production of durable 
goods — expensive items ex¬ 
pected to fast three or more 
yean — fell 0.4 per cent last 
month. Mining output, which 
includes oil and gas d rilling. 
dropped 0.7 per cent Output 
at utilities, however, rose 13 
percent 

The changes left the Fed'S 
index of industrial production 
at II0.1 per cent of its 1987 
base, up 35 per cent from a 
year ago.

Many customers wrote to protest

Information cannot be passed from 
a branch to every other part of an 
extensive banking corporation to 
give warm leads for sales. 

So. as the Office of Fair Trading 
noted this week, investment sales¬ 
men were attached to the branches. 
In the eyes of the banks, thereis no 
breach of confidentiality. Customers 
see it differently. 

They do hot like it when they get a 

letter from the bank manager they 

have to see for a loan, or to apologise

asking them to see a financial 
planning consultant to discuss 
“protection for you and your fom- 
fly*'. They worry thataext time they 
want a favour from die'bank, they 
will be refused if. they do not co¬ 
operate. Banks may digqtfre this, 
notion but many customers are still 
afraid of their bank managers, even 
if these no longer have , the oak 
panelled rooms and standing of 
yesteryear. 

A letter sent out'this week from a 
Midland branch (but it could be any 
bank}, insists that , an enclosed 
questionnaire is filled in and ends 
with die message .that the bank 
manager will be “calling you during 
the next few days to discuss a 
convenient ap po in tment date" 

This is better than a letter from 
another bank that was sent, before 
die code was implemented, to a 
widow. This stated that the bank’s 
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financial adviser would call at her 
home on Wednesday at a certain 
time, unless she telephoned to say it 
was inconvenient. 

Most bank customers feel a little 
uneasy when they receive calls from 
their bank managers at hone or. 
worse, at work. Having to say “no" 
comes even harder. It reminds me of 
the disreputable share trader—long 
out of business—wbo onoe confided 
to me that he employed a lor of 
women because men found it diffi¬ 
cult to put the telephone down on 
diem. That must apply even more to 
bank managers. It is an exceptional 


man or woman who dazes to put 
down the telephone on the bank 
manager. 

Technically, the banks have to ask 
customers’ express consent before 
handing on information but only 
Lloyds, of the big four, does so 
directly. The other three resort to the 
tactics of die more dubious purvey¬ 
ors of insurance. If customers do not 
tick the box saying they do not want 
their personal details handed out 
willy nflly to anyone in the organis¬ 
ation with a product to sell, anything 
goes. 

Customers can no longer politely 


evade the salesman with the usual 
British comment: “I am sure it is 
excellent value but I cannot afford 
it” Or even: “I already have a 
similar policy.” They do not know 
how much information has bom 
handed over. A bank statement 
could be pulled out of the salesman's 
briefcase, or details called up on his 
laptop of their monthly salary 
cheques, savings on deposit and 
even direct debits, so that their lies 
will be found out 

They can say only: “I do not like 
the policy/your company’s invest¬ 
ment penbrmance/the charges/the 
cut of your jib/the investment strat¬ 
egy being proposed." This comes 
hard. Years erf experience in die 
industry will be weighed against 
their inadequate defences. 

But why, the banks retort, should 
everyone in the world be able to beat 
a path to the doors of their cus¬ 
tomers, whom they cosset, and they 


themselves' be denied access? They 
list aD the insurance policies and 
investments that customers have 
been sold, and for which they are 
grateful. 

The adage that insurance is sold, 
not bought, Is a familiar one. 
However, this is not always the case 
with reputable firms. A colleague 
tells me of the Friends* Provident 
salesman he invited to his home, 
since he intended to buy a pension 
plan. The salesman refused to talk 
business without writing to die 
company pension scheme to find out 
what was on offer for the potential 
customer. He said this was likely to 
be a much better deal for him and 
his family. 

Codes are meant to be broken, 
might be another adage doing the 
rounds of the banks. The banking 
code is being reviewed and the 
banks might do well to adhere to the 
spirit of it and think back to the days 
when John Major, as Chancellor, 
threatened them with legislation if 
they could not make a voluntary 
code work It would certainly be a 
vote winner.

Getting enough to live on for life

RADICAL proposals pub¬ 
lished this wed: would force 
all employers to pay al least 6 
per cent of their employees’ 
gross salary into a private 
pension scheme, leaving em¬ 
ployers with die prime respon¬ 
sibility for ensuring that 
people have enough to live on 
when they retire. 

This compulsory contribu¬ 
tion. plus a further statutory 
minimum 4 per cent contribu¬ 
tion from all employees, 
would guarantee a private 
pension for everyone. These 
would be phased in over the 
next 20 years. 

Outlining his proposals for 
a system of universal private 
pension provision in a Fabian 
discussion paper, Frank Field, 
the Labour MP and chairman 
of the Commons select com¬ 
mittee on social services, said 
the suggested contribution lev¬ 
el of 10 per cent of gross pay 
sounded large. However. 


many employers were already 
putting money into final sala¬ 
ry company pensions for their 
workers, as well as paying 
national insurance contribu¬ 
tions on their behalf which go 
partly towards binding exist¬ 
ing state pension arrange¬ 
ments. Typically, employers 
contribute between S per cent 
and 10 percent of salary to an 
employee’s scheme. Added to 
this. 3 per cent of an employ¬ 
ee's national insurance pay¬ 
ment goes to fund a state 
pension. Those not working 
because they are unemployed, 
disabled or caring for children 
or other relatives, would have 
contributions of between 3 per 
cent and 6 per cent paid into 
their private pension by the 
state. 

The retirement earnings of 
the unemployed, said Mr 
Field, must not be “decimated 
because the government has 
used them as a weapon 


against inflation. This-means 
contributions bring made by 
the government at the same 
level that they enjoyed when in 
work". 

The paper calculates that h 
would cost the state E23 
billion a year to fund the 6 per 
cent contributions of non- 


woridng parents with children 
under four and carers receiv¬ 


ing invalidity care allowance. 
A further £1.7 billion from the 
state would fund a 3 per cent 
contribution for part-time car¬ 
ers, and non-working parents 
with children between four 
and 12. Contributions for the 
unemployed and the disabled 
would cost £29 billion and 
£100000 respectively. The 
total would be £7 billion a 
year. Added to this private 
pension provision would be a 
guaranteed minimum pen¬ 
sion. similar to today's basic 
stale pension, except that it 
would be means tested. The

Cloud over holiday health cover 


Health comes first: holiday raver has its pitfalls 


HOLIDAYMAKERS wfll have difficulty 
making medical insurance rfainis this 
year if they foil to disclose their health 
history Erst Previously insurance com¬ 
panies have paid if a prior illness flares 
up while a holidaymaker is abroad, 
provided they axe not taking medication 
when the insurance is bought (Margaret 
Dibben writes). 

Now the companies are tightening up. 
Alan Cousins, general manager, overseas 
operations of Europ Assistance, said: “If 
yon haven’t declared a health problem In 
advance they are bring very much less 
generous than they were two years ago.” 
Once you have dedared your complaint 
and the insurance company accepts the 
risk, a claim will be paid. But if you do 
not, said Mr Cousins, “there wfll be a lot 
more argument” Martin Mills, business 
manager of Home & Overseas, ex¬ 
plained: “A stable preexisting condition 
is not a problem, but we expect people to 
be sensible and we reserve foe right to gel 
in touch with your GP if you have a 
medical claim." Older people, who make 


the largest medical claims, already find it 
increasingly expensive to buy holiday 
insurance. Some travel policies, particu¬ 
larly the increasingly popular 
policies, refuse to insure them at alt 

Abbey National’s annual travel insur¬ 
ance costs £125 a year for a family, 
including common-law spouses and up 
to three children under 18, but excludes 
anyone in the fondly aged over 65. Mr 
Cousins explained.- “An elderly person is 
twice as likdly to have a claim—and Aeir 
claims are on average Six to ten times 
bigger. Even worse, in the States, tire cost 
of Haims ram be five times more than in 
other parts of the worid." 

Some companies-have started charg¬ 
ing double for people over 65 or 70 going 
on long haul or tong stay, holidays: Mr 
Cousins added: “By foe end of tins year at 
least a third of the market will, have a 
differential for 65-plus and by the end of 
next year 95 per cent wifi. The elderiy are 
going to find fr increasingly difficult to 
get travel cover, and the method of selling 
travel insurance to the elderly is going to 


change. At present, it is sold through 
travel agents, brokers and through 
brochures. With differentials, Otis 
and it will be underwritten 
ly. Insurers wQl start asking 
medical questions and introduce weight¬ 
ings for medical conditions as weQ as 
age." However, the level of medical 
insurance provided with travri policies is 
vastly more than necessaiy. Most policies 
include £1 million or £2 million of 
medical expenses and a few have 
unlimited cover, but Haims rarely reach 
£500.000. The most paid out by Home & 
Overseas, which provides insurance 
packages for Barclays, Midland, 
Firstriirect, Abbey National and the 
Leeds, was £300j000. This was for an 
elderly woman who became ill on a 
cruise ship and was taken off in 
Hongkong where she was kept on a life- 
support madune. 

. Those who get value are the 55 to 65- 
year-olds, who are just as likely to make 
expensive claims but. because of market 
forces, do not face an age wdghting.

What yew reported of the 
contents of that bode is correct 
as far as it goes, in that it 
described the domestic or in¬ 
ternal taxing rules of France 
and foe United Kingdom. 

Your artide may. however, 
have given readers the impres¬ 
sion either that individuals 
might be taxed by both coun¬ 
tries on the same income, or 
altemativdy that they might 
be taxed on a basis of deemed 
or notional income, based 
upon ajpriiiripie of apparent 
means, implying concealment 
of either capital or income 
from the French revenue. 
Fraudsters cannot expect to be 
sheltered, from investigation, 
but sensible and equitable 
reliefs are available to honest 
citizens. 

It is therefore regrettable 


that your artide made no 
reference to foe existence of the 
double taxation treaty be¬ 
tween Fiance and the-United 
Ki ng dom, which is specifically 
designed to ensure that an 
individual cannot be tax resi¬ 
dent in both countries at the 
same time and which further 
provides for relief against the 
double taxation of income. 

Furthermore, there is an 
express provision in foe treaty 


dam resident from being i 
jected to French tax on deemed 
income. 

A separate treaty governs 
relief from double taxation of 
inheritance. Since double tax 
treaty provisions override do¬ 
mestic tax law. the provisions 
of the Treaties are consequent¬ 
ly more relevant than purely 
internal rules.

P ersonal equity plans 
which allow investors to 
choose their own shares 
hold out the attraction of com¬ 
bining tax relief with an actively 
managed portfolio. The added 
administration costs, however, 
can more than outweigh the tax 
benefits. 

A self-select PEP allows the 
experienced investor freedom of 
choice over the shares, unit 
trusts and investment trusts held 
in his PEP portfolio, while the 
plan manager deals with all 
administration and record keep¬ 
ing. But if the investor manages 
his portfolio too actively, be may 
soon find himself naming up 
hefty dealing charges. 

Many private client stock 
brokers and some investment 
management companies offer 
seif-sdect plans with very low or 
non-existent initial and annual 
charges. But all set a minimum 
share dealing 
commission.

begins. Most self-select PEPs 
are run purely on an execution- 
only basis by the PEP 
managers.

Sales of PEPS have in¬ 
creased dramatically in the 
past two years compared to 
the sluggish start they made 
when they were introduced in 
1987. in that first year sales 
woe £480 million, while in 
1988 they fefl back to only £200 
million- Managers com¬ 
plained dial die administra¬ 
tive costs of running PEPs 
were too high. After some 
government rrm r r^ximr^ PEP 
sales picked up to around £12 
billion in 1989. In 1990/91. they 
rose to £ 1.6 billion before 
jumping to £2.4 billion last 
year. 

Companies still complain 
that PEPs are much more 
expensive to run than other 
investment products because 
of die excessive amount of 
rules and regulations.

Awareness of PEPS among 
investors has bean growing 
test Paul Ashby, the market¬ 
ing manager at Barclays, toe 
top seller of PEPs last year, 
says: “More people now know 
about PEPs than about unit 
trusts, though unit trusts have 
been around for more than 60 
years and PEPs for only just 
over six.’* 

However, some PEP watch¬ 
ers are worried that many 
investors are bong attracted 
by the “tax free” label and the 
high yields bong quoted on 
some PEPs — without fully 
understanding the nature of 
the investment they are buy¬ 
ing or die short term risks 
involved with shares. 

PEPS have certainly turned 
out rather differently than the 
government intended. When 
Nigel Lawson, as Chancellor, 
announced their introduction 
in 1986, the government's 
main intention was to encour¬ 
age wider share ownership. 
The first plans issued in 1987 
had to be at least 75 per cent 
invested directly in shares.

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Investing in a single company PEP can incur cheaper management charges, but you should choose your company with care, warns Jifllnsjgy 


S ingle company and corpo¬ 
rate personal equity plans 
are potentially die cheapest 
way to buy your favourite 
shares. Both types of PEP invest in 
the shares of one company. Since 
there is no fund manager selecting 
and dealing in a range of shares, 
costs are lower than a conventional 
personal equity plan. 

Single armpany PEPs were intro¬ 
duced to allow shares acquired 
through an employee share scheme 
to be transferred into a PEP free of 
capital gains tax. However this type 
of plan is open to anyone who 
wants to invest up to £3.000 in the 
shares of a single company. 

Corporate PEPs allow the inves¬ 
tor to put up to £6.000 into the 
shares of any one company, but the 
investor must choose between this 
type of PEP or a conventional plan 
which invests in a number of 
shares, or PEP-authorised unit and 
investment trusts. 

The single company PEP can be 
used in conjunction with either a 
conventional or corporate PEP, 
allowing the opportunity for tax 
Free investment of £9.000 each tax 
year. 

More than 100 companies, in¬ 
cluding Hanson. Tate & Lyle, and 
ICI. now offer corporate and single 
company PEPs as a means to 
encourage private investors to take 
stakes in their shares. Often the 
plans are subsidised tty the com¬ 
panies. and invariably levy lower 
charges than conventional PEPs. 

The ICI single company PEP. for 
example, in line with all the single 
company PEPS managed by the 
Bradford & Bingley Building Sod-

Such schemes are usually man¬ 
aged by third party companies, 
usually banks, building societies, 
stock brokers or investment 
company. 

Some managers also offer single 


company schemes which allow tbe 
investor to select his PEP from a 
wide or unitmfrpH range of quoted 
companies. 

National Westminster Bank of¬ 
fers investors a choice from 75 blue 
chip shares for an initial fee of £30 
including VAT (free to NatWest 
conventional PEP holders) and a 


management charge of 05 per cent 
plus VAT of the middle market 
value. Dealing charges are 05 per 
cent plus £10 per share change. 

Stockbrokers Sheppards offers a 
completely free dunce of listed 
company shares. Its single com¬ 
pany PEP has no initial charge; 
annual charges are 05 per cent 


phis VAT and dealing charges 05 
per cent. 

If an. investor already holds 
shares in a company, it makes good 
sense to move them into a corporate 
or single company PEP to avoid 
income tax on dividends. However 
the shares must be sold, the 
resulting cash paid to the PEP 


manager who wiU thenrjuyfte 
shares through 

process, known as bed and break- 
fasting, may incur capital gams tax 
for the investor if the shares have ■ 
increased in value. 

Employees who acquire shares 
through their companies’ employ¬ 
ees shares schemes are exempt. 
from this process if they switch the 
shares into the scheme within 90

However, the uninitiated inves¬ 
tor should treat these schemes with 
caution. A single company or 
corporate PEP is only as good as M 
the share it holds. If the investor T 
makes the wrong choice of share, 
the low initial and mangement 
charges wfl] fade into insignifi¬ 
cance. . 

In addition, shareholders who 
want to take an active interest m tbe 

companies in which they invest by 
atte ndin g annual gener al me etings 
and receiving company reports and 
accounts should check out the 
terms of the corporate or single 
company PEP first Because the 
plan manager is considered legally 
to be tiie shareholder in the 
company, onty he will be automati¬ 
cally invited to attend such meet¬ 
ings or receive reports. The investor 
mavhe reouired to rav an addition¬ 


al sura for such privileges, makinrifc 
investment through a PEP less cost^ 
effective. 

For example, most of the single 
company PEPS managed by 
Bradford fit Bingley charge £25 plus 
VAT if the investin’ wants to attend 
file AGM. while National West¬ 
minster Bank charges £10 plus 
VAT. 
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Knowing your bulls from your bears in the money markets 


T he investment world is 
made up of bulls and 
bears. PEPs and Tessas. 
You might not want one. but 
you do need to know what they 
are. 

□ Bean Pessimist who thinks 
share prices are about to fall 
and sells before things get 
worse. 

□ Bed and Breakfast: Selling 
shares and buying back exact¬ 
ly the same ones just before die 
end of the tax year so you 
crystallise a capital gain 
which, if it continued in the 
new tax year, would make you 
liable to capital gains tax 
Sometimes used to establish a 


loss which can be offset 
against profits in the coming 
year. 

□ Bid/Offer spread: The gap 
between the buying and sell¬ 
ing prices of shares and unit 
trusts which makes up the 
changes and profits for the 
market-maker or unit trust 
group. 

□ Bid price: The price you 
receive when you sell shares or 
unit trusts. 

□ Bonds: A wide range of 
different investments come 
under this catch-all name, 
from Premium Bonds to equi¬ 
ty bonds. The true bond is a 
fixed-interest investment, such 


as gilts, which can be bought 
and sold at any time. 

□ Bull: An optimist who 
thinks share prices are about 
to rise and buys in the hope of 
making a quick profit 

G Capital shares: One class of 
split capital shares which con¬ 
centrate on producing good 
capital growth. 

□ Collective investments: 
Unit trusts and investment 
trusts, because the contribu¬ 
tions from many small inves¬ 
tors are lumped together so 
fund managers can buy large 


shareholdings on their behalf. 

□ Commission: Money paid 
to a sales representative which 
is deducted from investors’ 
contributions. 

□ Debenture stock: Fixed-in¬ 
terest securities which pay a 
fixed rate of interest for a fixed 
term, after which the capital is 
repaid. If the investment trust 
is wound up, debentures are 
repaid before all other classes 
of shares. 

□ Derivatives: A collective 
name for futures and options, 
which are used as a hedge and

□ Offer price The price you 
pay to buy shares or unit 
mists. 

□ Ordinary shares The most

□ Personal Equity Plan 
(PEP): A tax-free way to buy 
shares, mainly in UK and 
European companies, but 
sometimes including a small 
amount of other foreign 
shareholdings or gilts. 

□ Preference shares: Shares 
which give a fixed rate of 
dividend and take priority 
over ordinary shares in the 
ray out if a company folds. 

□ Savings scheme: Compara¬ 
tively cheap way of buying 
investment trust shares; you 
deal directly with the manage¬ 
ment group and avoid nring a 
stockbroker. 

□ Securities: Stocks and 
shares. 

□ Share exchange: A service 
which takes your small hold¬ 
ings of individual shares and 
converts them- very cheaply 
into investment trust shares. 
.□Split capital trusts: Art 


investment trust where the 
shares are divided into two or 
more different d asses of 
shares, often income shares, 
capital shares and zeros. 

□ Tessa: Tax-free deposit ac¬ 
count where no more than£ 
£9,000 over five years may be 
invested. Interest can be with¬ 
drawn but tax is withheld until 
tiie fifth anniversary. 

□ Tracker funds: Funds de¬ 
signed to match a share index, 
often the FT-A All shares, so it 
is comparatively safe; you will 
lose money if the index falls 
but not as seriously as other 
funds. 

□ Warrants: Warrants are 
not shares but they give the 
holder the right to subscribe 
for shares at a future date at a 
price fixed when bought. 

□ Zeros: One class of split 
capital shares which pay no 
dividends but concentrate an 
capital growth.

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Watkin has 
claim on 
Headingley 
position

HUGHHOUTUaME 


ONLY one thing, surely, will 
prevent the England selectors 
enjoying a swift and almost 
sanguine meeting tomorrow 
before naming an unchanged 
side for the fourth Test match 
next week. The catch is that 
the game is to be played at 
Headingley. where the condi¬ 
tions breed more suspicion 
than any other Test ground in 
the world. 

You need to delve back 13 
years to find a drawn Test in 
Leeds, and that was due 
entirely to bad weather. The 
trend, indeed the expectation, 
is for low scoring and. in 
losing three successive Tests 
between 1986 and 1988. En¬ 
gland's highest total was 201. 
One technically great innings 
is usually sufficient to secure 
victory on this ground, as 
Graham Gooch has demon¬ 
strated so masterfully in the 
past two summers. 

Gooch is responsible for the 
fact that Headingley is no 
longer the place England fear 
to tread but a ground on 
which they fancy their 
chances. West Indies and Pa¬ 
kistan have both been beaten 
there through a combination 
of Gooch centuries and tradi¬ 
tional English seam bowling: 
if Australia go the same way. 
this Ashes series will be alive 
and well. 

Sadly for England, this Aus¬ 
tralian side has no hang-ups 
over Headingley. The famous 
defeat of 1961 may stick in 
Allan Borders subconscious 
but many of his team were 
barely old enough to have 
watched it on television. The 
Headingley Test they remem¬ 
ber is 1989, when Australia 
won after being put in by 
Gower and scoring 601. 

That game was the excep¬ 
tion to all rules governing 
Headingley and England oily 
lost it through some 
schoolboyish batting on the 
final afternoon. Gower spent 
the game regretting the omis¬ 
sion of John Emnurey and 
Gooch is highly unlikely to go 
into die match that starts next 
Thursday without his present 
off spin bowler. Peter Such. 


As the seven-batsmen poli¬ 
cy. used at Trent Bridge, has 
more justification on this 
ground than anywhere else, 
this leaves room for only three 
seam bowlers, and although 
McCague, Doit and Caddick 
all emerged from Nottingham 
with credit, it does not neces¬ 
sarily follow that they will be 
retained en bloc. 

McCague. who will be one 
of the first chosen for the 
winter trip to the Caribbean 
might be wasted on the slow, 
seaming surface likely for this 
game. Bowlers who rely on 
pace do not often prosper here. 
In the last two years England's 
most effective bowler has been 
a debutant, plucked from 
county cricket for the old- 
fashioned virtue of moving the 
ball off the seam. Steve 
Watkin took five for 93 against 
West Indies and Neil 
Mailorder eight for 122 
against Pakistan. Either could 
profitably revive his Test 
career now and Watkin. the 
country’s leading wicket-tak¬ 
er, has the prior claim. But the 
place could equally go to 
Martin BickneU or Dominic 
COrk, whose belligerent bat¬ 
ting would be a bonus at No 8. 
Though recent form does not 
encourage the thought, it 
mighi even go to Derek 
Pringle. 

All such debate is condition¬ 
al on the view taken about 
Alan Igglesden who has bro¬ 
ken down on the eve of a Test 
twice this summer. Igglesden 
is likely to be in the party once 
again and. for this game, I 
would complete the 13 with 
Watkin. 

Doubts persist over the 
form of Alec Stewart but this 
is probably not the moment to 
dispense with his dual role as 
wicketkeeper, so the batsmen 
should be unchanged, per¬ 
haps with some tinkering of 
the order so that Gooch bats 
higher and Stewart lower.

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Roscoli takes turn 
in Tour spotlight 


Obree falls short with first attempt 


WITH the exertions of the 
Alps behind them and the 
mountain stages of die Pyre¬ 
nees yet to come, the serious 
contenders for this year’s Tour 
de France took the day off 
yesterday. 

The longest stage of this 
years race — a 179-mDe route 
from the Alpine town of Isola 
to the coastal city of Marseilles 
— offered an idea] opportunity 
for Miguel Indurdm and his 
challengers to put the week’s 
tortuous climbs behind diem, 
shake die stiffness from their 
legs and leave the starring 
roles, if only temporarily, to 
the bit-part players. Fabio 
Roscoli. until now as anony¬ 
mous a rider as any in 
the 1993 race, took his cue 
accordingly. 

Beginning the day in 123rd 
place, more than an hour 
behind Indurfiin overall and 
with no chance of challenging 
for the yellow jersey, Roscoli 
seized his moment with 112 
miles still to go to Marseilles, 
embarking on a breakaway 
that, courageously, he main¬ 
tained until the finish, record¬ 
ing a time of 7hr 29min 44sec. 
Massimo Ghirotto, also of 
Italy, finished more than nine 
minutes behind him in second 
place, ahead of Vladimir 
Poulnikov, of Ukraine, with

Senior statesman with 
record that leaves 
him clear of the field 


A moment of symmetry occ- 
urred at Sandwich on Tues¬ 
day. Jack Niddaus, who 
achieved his first vicrory in Britain 
on the Royal St George'S course in 
1959. returned for what will surely 
be his last competitive event at the 
famous Kent links, the 122nd 
Open. 

Enter the sturdy, two-storey 
clubhouse less than one mile from 
the ancient Cinque port of Sand¬ 
wich and, m the wall just to the 
right beyond the inner door, you 
will see a big brawn honours 
board. It is headed “The St 
George's Grand Gold Challenge 
Cup" At the bottom is the legend: 
“Presented by Mrs W. R. Ander¬ 
son 1888." 

There, scored in gold lettering, 
are the dozens of winners of this 
amateur competition, led by John 
Ball Jr, in 1888. The entry for 1959 
reads: J. Nicklaus 73 + 76 = 149. 

If Nicklaus has a hallmark to 
put on his career, it is that he is 
competitive. It is not sufficient that 
he has woo 20 major champion¬ 
ships — six US Masters, five US 
PGA championships, four US 
Opens, three Opens and the US 
Amateur championships of 1959 
and 1961 — a record far beyond 
that of anybody else. In the history 
of die game nobody has played so 
weff for ro tong He has not missed 
a major championship since he 
turned professional in 1961 and he 
has won more major titles than 
most golfers have won 
tournaments. 

He has achieved 16 boles in one 
(Seve Ballesteros has not scored 
one competitively) and he has won 
96 tournaments around the world, 
die most recent being the US 
Senior Open last Sunday. 

Almost as remarkable is that in 
the 124 major championships in 
which he has competed as a 
professional he has come second in 
18. third in nine and in the top ten 
in a further 20. The consistency of 
die man, not to mention his 
longevity, beggars belief Nicklaus 
is not just the best player the game 
has seen but. given the way the 
game is changing and spreading 
around the world, his record will 
stand unrivalled well into die next 
century. 


The remarkable drive for vic¬ 
tory. which has served him so wdl 
for more than 30 years, is at the 
root of a dilemma Nicklaus faces, 
namely how much longer should 
he continue playing? How long 

can he continue to play golf worthy 

of his name? The demands on his 
tune are considerable—so consid¬ 
erable that he has his own plane, 
with the call sign Air Bear, to 
speed his passage from appoint¬ 
ment to appointment 
Golden Bear Enterprises in¬ 
cludes a thriving business design¬ 
ing golf courses; the hundredth 
wul open next week. It is possible 
to play golf on Nicklaus-designed 
courses on most continents. There 
is a management company and a 
chib manufacturing company. 
And. of course,'there is his family, 
his wife Barbara and their five

grown up children. Jade H. Steven, 
Nancy Jean, Gary and Michael. 

Today, at S3, Jack William 
Nicklaus is certainly not as good 
as he once was. He has been 
unable to see for enough to follow 
the flight of his golf ball for years. 
His back is weak, he has a pain in 
his hip and this week he has been 
talking of a stiffness in his left 
shoulder. But, on occasion, 
Nicklaus is as good as he was. 

He could hardly have demon¬ 
strated this better than in his 
opening rounds in two of Ihe 
major championships this year. 
First there was a 67, five under 
par, in the Masters in April, good 
enough for him to share the lead 
noth tour men young enough to be 
his sons. In a nation where agism 
is as much a topic of conversation 
as sexism, this was news to Mid 
the front page for. After all. 
Nicklaus is doer than the presi¬ 
dent of the United Stales and he 


was competing in his 35th 
successive Masters. 

Then came Thursday at Sand¬ 
wich, the opening day of his 32nd 
successive Open. Nicklaus, notch¬ 
ing two birdies in his first three 
holes, recorded a 69. one of a host 
of players to be under par. First 
rounds, then, axe no problem. It is 
the later ones in which Nicklaus 
strug’Ies and his 75 yesterday was 
no exception. 

Golf has a habit of bringing 
almost everybody into line, mak¬ 
ing them observe the sanctity of 
the rules and cherish the honour¬ 
able spirit of the game. Nicklaus 
has spoken of what golf has taught 
him. “A kid who plays golf is 
different from a lot of other 
athletes because he hasn't always 
had his own way. He'S had to get 
along with older people and if ne 
won’t play by then rules he can’t 
play atalL" 

Nicklaus believes the source of 
his enormous power was his 
physical strength. His only teach¬ 
er, Jack Grout, encouraged him to 
hit the ball as hard as he could 
from the start Nicklaus, under¬ 
pinned by what you might call a 
sturdy undercarriage (he has mas¬ 
sive thighs and a sprinter’s calf 
muscles) became a prodigious 
hitter. 

This enabled him to go for the 
green even when his ball was in 
the rough and to reach almost any 
par five in two. As an indication of 
his st re ngt h and power when he 
was at his best he reached the 
green of the 528-yard 17th hole in 
the final round of the 1966 Open at 
Muirfield. which he won, with a 
three-iron and a five-iron. 

Before Nicklaus. nobody had 
prepared so intensely for every 
championship. He was the first 
leading player to start measuring 
distances instead of relying on 
eyesight In practice, he would hit 
one drive to file middle of the 
fairway, one to the left and one to 
file right Sometimes he would 
drop tells in file rough and play 
them all to the green. He would hit 
putts to every possible pin pos¬ 
ition. He left nothing to chance. By 
the start of play he could practical¬ 
ly play each hole blindfold. 

The nearest equivalent to 


Nicklaus among today's genera¬ 
tion of pro fessionals is Bernhard 
Langer, who measures from the 
from and back of sprinkler heads 
— in yards and metres. 

Nicklaus was born into middle- 
dass surroundings an January 21. 
1940, in Columbus. Ohio, the son 
of a chemist He had a comfortable 
upbringing. He wanted for noth¬ 
ing that could be bought cm his 
fofiier*S credit card at file Scioto 
Golf Club, a wonderful Donald 


Ross-designed course in 
Columbus. 

It was at the 1960 US Open at 
Cherry Hills, in Denver. Colora¬ 
do, that Nicklaus burst to national 
prominence. He was then a stu¬ 
dent at Ohio State University and 
a golf prodigy who had won 29 out 
of 30 matches against the world’s 
best amateurs the previous year. 
Nicklaus was 5ft llin and weighed 
nearfy 15 stone His imposing 
physical presence was not dimin¬ 


ished by a spiky crew cut and a 
high-pitched voice His nickname 
at university was BJob-o. 

That June Bfotno, the 2fryear- 
(dd sensation, played the last two 
rounds with Ben Hogan, then 
aged 47. With six holes remaining 
Nicklaus led and history was in 
the making. But he was overtaken 
by Arnold Palmer, then 3a and 
Niddaus finished second, setting a 
record for an amateur in me 
tournament . 


Last Sunday Niddaus thrilled 
his supporters with victory in the 
US Senior Open at the same 
Denver course where be had 
almost mimateri Palmer 33 years 
earlier. On Thursday Nicklaus 
delighted the burghers of Kent 
with his pfoy an the course he had 
first competed on 34 years ago. 
The wheel has surely tinned its 
allotted aide. Even Nicklaus, the 
golfer of the century, cannot go on 
forever. 


Couples 
falters 
towards 
the end

FRED Couples, who virtu¬ 
ally dismissed his chances 
of winning fiie Open at the 
start of the week, was 
“thrilled" yesterday after a 
66 lei! him right in the 
thick of the action on six 
under par. 

Yet bis round had prom¬ 
ised to be even better. The 
1992 US Masters champi¬ 
on stood on the 17th tee 
needing two pars to equal 
the Royal St George’s 
record of 64, but like many 
before and after him he 
bogeyed them both. 

Couples, who had earli¬ 
er picked up seven birdies, 
then spoke about the dif¬ 
ference made not just by a 
few days of hard practice 
but also the passage of 
time. 

Last July he stormed out 
of Muirfield an unhappy 
man. He ted missed the 
cut in “ray favourite tour¬ 
nament" and his ! 1-year 
marriage was hitting the 
rocks. 

“I was not having any 
fun off the course and 1 
was not in the mood to 
talk.” he said. Asked if he 
was having fun this week 
Couples, who has his giri- 
friend. Tanya Dodds, with 
him. agreed that he 
was. 

After teeing off at 
7.35am. Couples, 33, holed 
putts of 18 and IS feet on 
the second and third, sank 
two further birdie putts 
before the turn and then 
three more in a row from 
the 12th. 

But as tbe wind began to 
strengthen the demanding 
17th halted his charge. A 
two-iron shot was pushed 
into the rough and at the 
468-yard last he went left 
with tbe same dub and 
once more foiled to get up 
and down. 

“Everything was going 
right for a while, but I 
rally needed pars at both 
17 and 18." Couples said 
He was also left regretting 
a missed birdie chance at 
the 16th where his six-foot 
putt leaked away on the 
low side of the hole. 


Adventurer Ballesteros blown off 
course as years exact heavy toll 


A fter a brief and un¬ 
healthy brush with con¬ 
formity on the opening 
day, Severiano Ballesteros 
was back in the old routine 
yesterday. He missed fairways 
with gay abandon, savaged 
the rough, paced cursed 
waved and produced the shot 
of fixe Open Championship in 
holing a nine-iron from 110 
yards at tbe 15th. AD to no 
avail. 

By the end of a tough 
morning. Ballesteros was out 
of contention at the champion¬ 
ship this year, dreams of a 
fourth title sketched by a 
promising first round erased 
by the dements and his own 
declining powers. “That was 
hard work. Like rowing a boat 
into rough water." Ballesteros 
said after a three-over-par 73 
had left him one over for the 
tournament.

It was ever thus. But in the 
past, the Spaniard had the 
power and the confidence to 
cut through the choppiest of 
seas instead of bang buffeted 
as he is now, not just by 
advancing age and a persis¬ 
tent back injury, but by a loss 
of nerve, which no amount of 
growling and prowling can 
obscure. Ballesteros, once the 
acknowledged master of the 
knee-trembler, missed at least 
three putts from inside five feet 
and his demeanour, his 
frowns and fidgets, no longer 
inspire the same confidence as 
they did in his prime days 
when every course had to be 
bludgeoned into submission. 

Indeed. the more exaggerat¬ 


ed Ballesteros’s preparations 
become — the retreat, the long 
look before every shot, the 
purposeful approach to the 
ball, fiie trademark hitch of 
fiie trousers — the less certain 
are his shots. At times, what is 
left is the outline, tbe manner, 
the paraphernalia of a great 
player, without the substance. 

As Boris Becker and 
Martina Navratilova can tell 
you, it is a painful process 
trying to come to terms with 
your own fallibility and expe¬ 
rience does not always prove 
an adequate buffer. "Experi¬ 
ence can help because yew 
know things now that you 
didn’t early mi in your career. 
But ir can affect your confi¬ 


dence too. make you doubt 
yourself and become too cau¬ 
tious," he said. 

Earlier in file week, 
Ballesteros had admitted, per¬ 
haps for the first time, that he 
could no longer reproduce the 
consistent bnlliance of old, but 
could still manufacture the 
odd reminder of it Yesterday 
was a case study of that truth. 
A badly hooked second shot to 
tbe 10th pro mp ted a Becker- 
like tirade of abuse aimed at 
himself, as he slammed his 
dub into the ground. His next 
shot from a greenside bunker, 
was exquisite and the next, 
another bungled short putt, 
returned him to even 

On the 7th, he

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Defending champion spreadeagles field at Royal St Geor ge’s with one of his 

Faldo’s record 
63 sweeps him 
into Open lead

NICK Faldo brought the 
L22nd Open championship to 
life yesterday. He playe d on e 
of his greatest rounds to break 
die course record at Royal St 
George's with a 63 which gave 
him the outright lead at the 
halfway Stage- 

Last year Faldo hit a three- 
iron 197 yards to the 72nd 
green at MuirfieldL Hayed 
under extreme pressure, it was 
arguably the shot that won 
him the 1992 Open champion¬ 
ship. 

Yesterday he hit a two-iron 
200 yards to the ISth green at 
Royal St George’s — and it 
helped to give him the halfway 
lead in this year's cham¬ 
pionship. 

Faldo's iron to within 15 feet 
of the flag on the last green, 
followed by his holing the 
putt, earned him a brilliant 
round of 63. This spread- 
eagled the field. 

His round beat by ore 
stroke the record set by Chris¬ 
ty O'Connor jr on the first day 
of the 19S5 Open here, 
equalled the Open record, and 
set a record for this redoubt¬ 
able links course. It also made 
him a strong favourite to win 
his fourth Open and his sixth 
major title. 

His round, the sixth best in 
the Open, was one of the 
greatest he has played. He had 
arrived at the course in the laic 
morning to see that Bernhard 
Larger had taken advantage 
of the calm conditions and 
moved to seven under par, six 
strokes ahead of hi m . 

Fred Couples had gone 
round in 66 and was lurking 
one stroke behind Langer. As 
Faldo set about his business, 
other players were taking 
advantage of the conditions, 
too. 

This presented Faldo with 
die challenge that often brings 
out the best in him: play up or 
look out Given a choice, he 
can sometimes be too conser¬ 
vative. Given no choice, he just 
has to go for it, aD guns 
blazing. 

He had done so in the recent 
Irish Open when he began the 
last round four strokes be¬ 
hind. There he birdied the first 


hole and he did so again 
yesterday, hitting a sweet five 
iron to within four feet of the 
first hole and sinking the putt 

Hie fifth, the hole that John 
Daly had driven in practice, 
fell to a birdie when a ten-foot 
putt disappeared into the hole. 

Faldo noled from 20 feet, a 
beautiful curling putt that he 
judged to perfection on The 
Maiden, no doubt shooting a 
glance of appreciation up at 
the towering sandhill to the 
left of the green that gives the 
hole its name. 

Downwind the seventh was 
comfortably within range. He 
needed only a six-iron and two 
putts were a formality. Two 
pars and Faldo was out in 31, 
equalling the record for the 
outward half first set by 
Henry Cotton in 1934 and 
equalled earlier this week by

ried no more than 120 yards 
and ended in he light rough.

That stroke of fortune set 
him up for the remaining 
challenges — the bunkers cm 
the short 16th, the feared 17th, 
which was so long into the 
wind, and the mighty ISth- He 
met them all 

That was he good thing 
about the back nine.” he said. 
T took the half chances I had 
and had that lucky break. 
That round was as good as 
any I have played. It was 
blustery out there. There was 
a lot of cross-wind. You had to 
work your shots all the time.” 

Later, Corey Pavin moved 
stealthily towards Faldo’s pos¬ 
ition as leader. He had six 
birdies in ten holes and was 
within one stroke of Faldo’s 
total as he stood on die 17th 
tee. But. into die strong wind, 
the 17th was too tall an order 
for Pavin. He bogeyed it as 
had Greg Norman, Peter Se¬ 
nior, Larry Mize, Fred Cou¬ 
ples and Fuzzy Zoeller before 
him- Faldo got one of the few 
pars on this difficult hole. 

When Faldo came to the 
18th. he knew the course 
record was within his grasp. 
But it took a birdie to get it, 
one of only three all day on 
this 468-yard hole, which is 
considered to be one of the 
fiercest of all the courses cm 
the Open rota. Yesterday, 
when it was playing its foil 
length, we could see why. 

For a moment Faldo stood 
there, arms raised, acknowl¬ 
edging the roars that rang out 
Cram the three stands. It had 
been quite a round. It had 
been quite a day. _

Daly control puts 
him in reckoning

ON die second day of die 1985 
Open at Royal St George’s, a 
storm raged for most of the 
morning and early afternoon. 
Sullen grty clouds scudded 
overhead while underneath, 
to an accompaniment of a 
moaning wind, golfers like 
Bernhard Langer fought the 
course and the elements as 
best they could. In Laager's 
case he did It pretty success¬ 
fully, scoring a remarkable 
69. 

It is beginning to took like a 
case of dijd vu. Langer was 
the US Masters champion 
then and he is the Masters 
champion now. He played in 
the morning then and in the 
morning yesterday. And his 
66 in the comparative calm 
yesterday bore more than 
passing resemblance to his 
heroic 69 eight years ago. He 
was two strokes behind the 
leaders in 1985. He is one 
stroke behind the leader in 
1993. 

“Laager’s play was out¬ 
standing," Lee Janzen. his 
playing partner, said 
playing alongside foe Mas¬ 
ters champion for two days. 

“He doesn't make errors of 
course management He hits 
the right dub to the right Spot 
and bo ted every putt he could 
make.” That was a nice tribute 
from the US Open champion 
but it was no less than Langer 
deserved after a round that 
was almost error free. 

A few years ago Langer's 
fellow professionals voted 
him one of die best in their 
business at coping with the 
challenges presented by dif¬ 
ferent golf courses. 

“Course management is 
one of my strengths." Langer 
agreed. “I’ve heard a lot of 
players who play with me say 
that. Generally I know where 


I want to go and what I want 
to do. For example, I played 
an iron off the 14th tee 
because I couldn't reach the 
green in two. so why risk 
going out of bounds?” 

Langer said that in his 66 
there had been perhaps five 
perfect strokes a three-iron on 
the 8th that ended three 
inches horn the flag: a six-iron 
on the 5th: another three-iron, 
this time on the 7th; a four- 
iron that bored through foe 
strong left-to-right wind on 
the short 11th; and an eight- 
iron from the rough on the 
14th that ended eight feet from 
the flag. Perhaps only one 
shot was bad; his drive on the 
ISth. which hit but did not 
hurt a woman spectator. 

Another of Langer's charac¬ 
teristics is his resolve. Nega¬ 
tives are turned into positives, 
bad shots become triumphs. 
His week started badly. His 
neck hurt his house was not 
to his taste when he arrived 


and. to cap it all, his car was 
damaged in a car park. 

“No. I don’t fed badly 
about these things," Langer 
said. The way I took at them 
is to say to mysdf it can only 
get belter. I knew my week 
could only improve.'’ 

And so it did. His round 
was played mainly in foe 
rain* though a wind got up 
after the turn. T wasn't play¬ 
ing very wefl in practice, but 
Simon Holmes {his coach] 
gave me a different swing 
thought and if s improved my 
tempo. My golf has been 
pretty good these last two 
days, almost as good as 
it was at Augusta." Langer 
said. 

“Maybe I should say I am 
really happy but it is too early 
to get excited. 1 am just happy 
to be among foe leaders.* Just 
as he was in 1985.

weekend of playing at Jolly Jack Tar

I am on my hands and knees, 
sloshing around in murky, 
soapy-grey water, ramming 
one of those suction-rubber 
devices over a drainage outlet. 
More gunge seems to be coming up 
through the drain than going 
down it 

Ah. the joys of a weekend on the 
high seas. The unaccustomed al¬ 
ways envisage sailing as lots of 
manful tugging on ropes, dinging 
on for dear life through crashing 
towers of spray and other untold 
heroics. The reality, of course, is 
this: grubbing around with a bit of 
rubber on the end of a pole in a 
desperate attempt not to fall out 
with the 20 people you are going to 
be living with in dose confinement 
for die next two days. 

There have already been several 
impatient twists on the door han¬ 
dle: do 1 sneak out. hoping not to be 
spotted, leaving an inch of grimy 
water for the next contestant with 
foe shower, or do I admit that I 
have jammed the boat's plumbing 
before we have even left harbour? 

Hie boat in question is a 
klipperaak , one of the traditional 
sailing barges that have plied the 
Dutch coastal waters for more than 
a century. One of the principal 
cargoes of years gone by was 
manure, taken from Amsterdam to 


the provinces east and north. But 
nowadays the old seadogs at the 
helm have forsaken muck for 
urban yuppies: h is perhaps best 
not to ask Jos, die fearsome skipper 
of the Phoenix, for his views on 
which cargo was better company. 

Sailing cm the Usselmeer, the 
Dutch inland sea that used to be the 
Zuider Zee. is big business these 
days. The lake not only has to cope 
with thousands of Dutch enthus¬ 
iasts. but Germans. Belgians and 
French, too. Hence by midday on 
Saturday the horizon is a choatic 
tangle of masts and sails, not that 
anyone is going anywhere very fast 
in the scarcely perceptible breeze. 

It has not always been like this, 
and many Dutch sailors are quietly 
hoping the Germans may abandon 
the Ijsselmeer in favour of some of 
the inland lakes now being redis¬ 
covered in die former East 
Germany. 

Despite the frequent near-colli¬ 
sions. it is unlikely that any sea 
epics will ever be filmed here. The 
very reason the Zuider Zee was 
dammed in 1932 was to stop the 
prevailing northwesterly wind fun¬ 
nelling too much water into the sea. 
causing disastrous flooding within 
Holland. Since then die Usselmeer 
has been a calmer place, and one 
that is shrinking, thanks to occa¬ 


ln the port of Muiden: a klipperaak, a traditional sailing barge of the kind used to ply the coastal waters. Nowadays, the cargo is urban yuppies on weekend jarmls 


sional outbreaks of polder- 
buikfing. 

The sun is out, and before them 
Jos and his partner Hank have the 
familiar sight of 20 young urban¬ 
ites sleeping, reading and quaffing 
Heineken. Every hour or so we are 
prodded into action, and with great 
aplomb tug on the wrong rope or 
produce fiendishly intricate knots 
with a lifespan of about five 
minutes. We drift by a naked Dutch 
windsurfer, which causes a ripple 
of excitement and much grabbing 
of binoculars among the female 
contingent, and then head for the 
small port of Muiden for die night 

Coming into dock is a rather 
more -serious business, and the 
Heineken bottles have to be left 
while the Phoenix is guided gently 
through lock gates. Jos is well 


aware that at 25 metres and 90 
tons, his £100,000 investment is not 
entirely in safe hands. It is a bright 
hot evening, and hundreds watch 
from the pavement cafes as die 
Phoenix waits for die swing bridge 
to let us squeeze into our berth. 

Although just 15 minutes by car 
from Amsterdam. Muiden is a 
sleepy town, with a restored 13th- 
century castle looking out over die 
water. After supper m the galley, 
the guitar and Irish coffees are 
brought out and even the old sea 
dog Jos is found to be singing 
along. Bed and oblivion follow. 

Hie next day, Sunday, h is the 
same in reverse, and we sail back to 
our base at Hoorn, about 20 miles 
north of Amsterdam. The only 
problem is that now what lithe 
wind there .is is against us, and 


Hoorn suddenly semis a long way 
off. And this just as we are almost 
getting conversant with the Phoe¬ 
nix's rigging, knowing just where to 
stand in a rather hesitant fashion 
as Jos yells the commands and the 
boat's massive boom swings us on 
to a new tack. But crisscrossing the 
oncoming breeze can only get the 
boat so for, and reluctantly Jos and 
Hank switch the engine an. 

We arrive back at Hoorn at five 
o'clock on Sunday, having had the 
best part of two days on board. Jos 
seems genuinely sorry to see us 
leave. Far my part I have happily to 
report that a bathroom crisis was 
avoided quite soon after leaving 
port when the boat fisted to one 
side, the water seeped down 
. another drainage hole. Not that I 
tried having another shower.

T he mark of a jaded 
traveller is someone 
who can enter a hotel 
room without searching 
greedily through every draw¬ 
er, cupboard and the bath¬ 
room for the little extras that 
distinguish a good hotel from 
an excellent one.

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t is the day after the 
celebrated parliamenta¬ 
ry by-election, and New¬ 
bury has stepped bade 
into line as just another south¬ 
ern country town.

Tfae scheme may not match 
constituency politics in fee 
number of townspeople it has. 
aroused, but it probably:af¬ 
fects fee lives or its partici¬ 
pants more directly. It. is 
rooted in human skills and 
labour, a world in which 
people can exchange, say, two 
hairs' gardening fora Shiatsu 
massage session* for. car re?., 
pairs for file lure dra bond 
called The Hat Shakers. ; '7 
Mrs Oldaker is “aftemar 
five" in outlook, as the Green 
Party sticker in her .front 
window proclaims. So are her. 
friends, who tend to do things 
for one another. On one level- 
barter simply fonnafises &ese 
relationships. “But it has also 
brought in other people,* she 
says. “And that’s when it 
begins to get exafingi” 

Mrs Oldaker has Bved in 
Newbury, Berkshire, since 
• v.1987, when her busbaai was 
i.- transferred there by his em¬ 
ployer, Thames Water. A for- 
mer computer trainer, she first 
encountered the barter idea at 
last years Glastonbury Festi¬ 
val, where she worked cm .fiie 
Green Party stand. The sys¬ 
tem being promoted was 
based oh a Canadian model 
called die Local Exchange 
TVading System (Lets). 

Traditional barter may be 
appealing but it is impractical: 
anyone who wants to pay for 


frnfr and veg by giving piano, 
lessons is obliged to find a. 
gardener wife musical ambi¬ 
tions. Lets, winch has inspired 
a number of UK schemes, 
makes fee theory work by 
introducing a local exchange 
„ and a "currency?. By offering 
their goods fold services 
through , fiie exchange, mem¬ 
bers receive credits to spend 
on whatever else is available 
in the system. •„ 

Mrs Oldaker was so token 
vrife the possibilities feat she 
wrote to the local newspaper 
announcing her intention to 
. float a Lets scheme.'- -. - 
. “Bsopfe are generally very 
suspicious of barter,” she says, 
“andtiooly 2 Qpep|i]etimaedii 9 . 
at the 'launch meeting. But 18 
of them joined.”-'.-1.. 

. A year later, membership 
has grown Id 35. although, as: 
members comprise house¬ 
holds rather than individuals, 
this represents anything op to 
150 peopto Tray socialise reg¬ 
ularly^, for enjoyment and to 
encourage trade. .“You are 
more hkefy tousefee system 
tobfrebabyHshtersifyoubave 
met than.* Mrs Oldaker says. 

Those who jafa list what 
skills or goods they can offer 
and what they want in return.

Cultivating the riches 



In the first of a 


series of extracts 


from his new book. 


Quentin Crewe 


celebrates 


French food 


M any top chefs, such as 
Mare Meneau and 
Pierre Gleize, have 
their own vegetable 
gardens. Michel Bras is so fascinat¬ 
ed by vegetables that he showed me 
a list of nearly 200 different kinds 
that he tikes to work with. Bernard 
Loiseau, the newest of die Micheiin 
three-star restaurateurs, even has a 
vegetarian menu. 

Every Saturday morning, down 
a narrow side-street at the market 
in Apt in the Vauduse region in 
southern France. Jean-Luc Daney¬ 
rolles. a good-looking young man. 
has a stall at which he sells die 
unusual vegetables and fruit that 
he grows on a plot of land he rents 
about five miles outside the town. 

Strange curling gourds, red, 
orange, yellow and white tomatoes, 
physalis or artichokes (despised by 
me French because they were often 
the only vegetable to be had during 
the second world war), black pota¬ 
toes with violet flesh, yellow beet¬ 
root, parsnips, rare parsleys, 
purple basil, even rhubarb, which 
most French people have never 
heard of. 

M Daneyrolles is something of a 
botanist, knowing the history of 
many of the vegetables he grows: 
for instance, that Cape gooseberries 
came originally from Peru, not, as 
many imagine, from South Africa. 
There is a crusading aspect to his 
labours: “I want to see that the old 
vegetables that many people have 
forgotten are not lost forever." A 
virtually self-educated man. he 
grapples with Latin and foreign 
names and loves the old French 
names — for example, laitue 
blanche paresseuse (“lazy white 
lettuce*}. and he has a passion for 
accuracy. He was much upset that 
in the film Manon des Sources the 
wrong kind of marrow was used. 

His interests are diverse, but 
mostly concerned with the past: “I 
live more in die past than in the 
future." He is proud of his bit of 
land, which he tends with care, 
believing, for instance, that plough¬ 
ing disturbs the soil. 

Of necessity. M Daneyrolles sells 
some of his produce to restaurants, 
“although I am not sure that they 
treat diem with the respect they 
deserve. Nor were we happy that 
any restaurants in the gastronomic 
desert round Apt were worthy." 

Given that many restaurateurs 
grow their own vegetables and that 
others buy only what they like the 
lot* of in markets, it was hard to 
find a supplier of the sort that we 
discovered for other kinds of pro¬ 
duce. 

However, a little way out of 
Quarrt-Ies-Tombes. in the Morvan 
mountains, we came to a farm dial 
is also a market garden. Gerard 
Mate maud is a stocky, middle- 
aged man with a strikingly young 
face. The farm belonged originally 
to his great-grandparents. Tradi-

tionally, they kept a herd of 
Charollais cattle, but when M 
Matemaud took over in 1972. he 
found dial producing beef was no 
longer economic. 


H e decided to diversify 
and started to grow 
strawberries, because 
he found that they 
come late in his area. The French 
are very keen on micro-climates. 
He gets more rain than farmers 
only three miles away. The granite 
soil, very different from that of the 
beech woods we passed through on 
the way from Quarr6-ies-Tombes. 
can also make as much as 15 days 
difference in the ripening of his 
berries: moreover, the natural po¬ 
tassium gives them more taste. 

From this modest beginning. M 
Matemaud has built up a thriving 
concern as both a grower and a 
wholesaler, dealing in fruit, flow¬ 
ers. vegetables, and even Christ¬ 
mas trees. His greatest pride is the 
20 acres on which he grows his 
vegetables—carrots, lettuce, aspar¬ 
agus. cauliflowers, white beetroot, 
cabbage and mushrooms. 

“The most important thing is to 
take care of the soil; it is the land 
that plays the greatest part in 
producing fine vegetables. I nur¬ 
ture it in the most organic manner 
possible." M Matemaud says. 

He uses no chemicals, his fertilis¬ 


er being manure from his cattle. It 
is partly to this end, as well as for 
sentiment, that he szill keeps a herd 
of 42 Charollais. 

Everything is geared to qualify. 
“J could grow twice as much as I da 
but not so wdL At the same time, 
one must be practical. 1 tike tiny, 
young vegetables but cannot pro¬ 
duce them in large quantities. They 
do not keep as well as more mature 
ones, so it is not economic for the 
producer or the customer." 

While M Matemaud may not be 
quite so folksy as some of our other 
suppliers, his standards are just as 
high. Although he employs eight 
people, his is still a family business. 
Apart from supervising the farm 
and the growing, he goes to the 
market to buy produce for the 
wholesale side of the enterprise. 
His father makes the deliveries, 
“up to a distance of 42 miles, 
though not for just one bag of 
carrots”. M Matemaud’s daughter 
keeps the accounts. 

One needs no more evidence that 
his produce is of the highest quality 
than the fact that among his 
regular customers are two Mich¬ 
eiin three-star restaurateurs, Ber¬ 
nard Loiseau at Saulieu and Marc 
Meneau at St-Ptoe-en-V today.

Wines that last for ever 


WINES that live forever, or at 
least outlive our own time- 
span. should be in every 
cellar. Drinking history is the 
only way we can experience 
the past- and it is a rare 
pleasure on opening foe most 
venerable bottles to recall the 
era from which they came. 

Happily for today's wine 
drinkers, there are lots of 
wines with Jong lives, longer 
than some people think. The 
great, sweet white wines such 
as sautemes and the leading 
late-harvest German nestings 
appear to hang on forever. 
Similarly, foe leading fortified 
wines, such as madeira and 
port, thrive for decades. 
Sherry, too. manages to grow 
old gracefully, though without 
quite the tenacity of madeira 
and port.

DRY white 
wines, such as foe 
vouvrays of the 
Loire and foe top 
vintage wines of 
Champagne, are 
also renowned for 
their remarkable and surpris¬ 
ing longevity. 

Red wine, too, can age for 
longer than initially thought 
To celebrate my father’s seven¬ 
tieth birthday, my family 
opened a magnum of 1905 
Latour, his birth year, which 
was still going strong, and on 
his eightieth we opened an 
only just tiring 1905 Mooton- 
RothschikL l have no doubt 
that a good first growth claret 
will enhance his ninetieth in 
two years. 

Red burgundy is not such a 
good bet in the longevity 
stakes because of the many 
variables in its make-up, in¬ 
cluding its wily and rather 
more delicate pinot noir grape. 
Nevertheless. 1 have had plen¬ 
ty of the Domaine de la 
Romance Conti's wines in 
their fourth and fifth decade 
that were still a joy to drink. 


What is dear, 
comparing the great 
vintages of the past 
with those of the 
present, is that the 
ancients were built 
to last. Indeed, the 
main claim to great¬ 
ness of any vintage, past or 
present, is its ability to age 
well, and for a very long time. 
Starting as awkward, angular 
youths, these necessarily ex¬ 
pensive wines were expected 
to take decades to soften up. 

Not so many generations 
ago. if you were fortunate 
enough to inherit a good wine 
cellar, the done thing was to 
buy wisely and in bulk, in 
order to hand down a similar¬ 
ly perfect cellar to the next 
generation. Well-off house¬ 
holds bought pipes of port 
from every good vintage, as a 
matter of course. The vintage 
wines with the greatest reput¬ 
ation then, as now. were the 
long-lasting ones. Sadly, be¬ 



cause of modern 
winemaking meth¬ 
ods, it Is doubtful 
whether today's vin¬ 
tage wines wiD have 
quite foe same 
graceful longevity. 
Squeakyclean, new- 
wave wine practices all do 
their bit to shorten a wine’s 
lifespan. So, too. do todays 
lower aridity, less extract and 
tannin and more alcohol. 

The good news is that there 
are stID growers keen to give 
their wines the recipe tor a 
spritety old age. Those who 
prune their vine buds down to 
the smallest yields have a 
better chance than roost of 
creating concentrated, long- 
living wines, as do vignerons 
who harvest, not grub up, old 
vines. 

Producers of sweet wines, 
who wait patiently for each 
grape to be infected by botrytis 
tinerea. or “noble ror. are 
also assured of their wine’s 


longevity, 
riled, mouldy, raisiny berries 
of a bunch infected with 
botrytis cinerea yield tiny 
quantities of foe sweetest 
most concentrated juice that 
produce wines with some of 
the greatest ageing potential 
On the few occasions that I 
have been fortunate enough to 
taste it, a sautemes vintage 
such as foe burnished gold, 
1921 from the peerless CMteau 
d'Yquem has still offered plen¬ 
ty of finesse. 




SIMILARLY, a 
great German 
botrytised nes¬ 
ting from atop 
estate, such as 
JJ.Prum and 
his Wehlener Sonnenuhr vine¬ 
yard, produces a rich, sweet 
butterscotch-like 1953 vintage 
spa fence that was still doing 
well a decade ago. 

Naturally high levels of 
tannin, acidity and sugar all 
encourage wines to grow old 
gracefully and for longer. Of 
me three, high levels of acidity 
could well prove to be the most 
important Those winemakers 
who take a short cut to 
softness by encouraging, as 
opposed to suppressing, a 
inalcHactic fermentation of 
their wine, where the wine’s 
aridity is softened, do not 
appear to produce wines of 
great staying power. 

Now that doctors have 
admitted that those who drink 
wine generally live longer 
than those who don’t, perhaps 

foe time has come for driiikers 

to give the wines that five 
forever a little more respect

I HAVE always en¬ 
joyed the kxaEsed 
nature of Spanish 
cooking, but it can 
have its frustra¬ 
tions. as I discov¬ 
ered last summer. I 
went to Catalonia 
just before the Olympics to cooka 
British gala dinner for midsummer 
day in Sitges, near Barcelona. I was 
getting on quite wdl in the unfamil¬ 
iar hotel kitchen and thought I 
would prepare a trifle, but nowhere 
.jjin the hotel could I find sherry. In 
. 4his part of Spain the drink is cava, 
a sparkling wine, not fino or 
olordso. 

As a respite from worrying about 
the pudding, wondering how long ; 
the Welsh lamb was going to be 
held up at the border at Irdn. and 
trying to calculate when the Eng: 
Ksh cheeses and wines would be 
released by cus toms at Barcelona 
airport, my husband Tom and I: 
were invited into oczva country for 
lunch. 

It was a magical meal, served on - 
die terrace of a beautiful masia, or 
farmhouse, (town a dirt track 
beyond VBlafranca dd Penedes. 
We overlooked the mountains, the 
green valley and healthy vines. - 
Bougainvillaea was bright against 
the whitewashed walls and terra¬ 
cotta tiles. We drank crisp, odd 
^azva, made by bur host, Muhelde 
• ’hfaveran. 

Our entire meal was exactly 
what one wants to eat in summer, - 
preferably outdoors. And it can be 
. recreated at home without too 
much trouble. First we ate pan 
amb tomaqmu grilled country - 
bread smeared with ripe tomato, 
garlic and olive bfl- Chilled, 
refreshing salads were fallowed by/.- 
an abundant paella, then cheese 
and a sumptuous crema c atal/m a, 
which is very fike n. crime brdi&e. 

For my Catalan meal at home I 
have chosen three very different 
dishes, all of them easy and 
Inexpensive to make. ’Ihcy/would; 
be excellent for a odd'buffet and 
benefit from bang prepared a few :■ 
hours , in advance. Tlikky chewy ; 
bread is an esseufialtasOp/yp toe 
flavoursome ofltyjuices. 


Rw a main oourse, I would serve, 
an iTninaiai Catalan rfiah called 
fideua, in which pasta forms the 
base. It can be made with 
spagjhettini broken into >2m/25- 
5cm pieces. First, fresh squid and 
shellfish are fried in dive oil and 
put to one ride. The squid ink is 
reserved. The pasta is Egbtiy 
browned m the oils and then plenty 
of good, strong fish stock is added. 
As the liquid is absorbed the 
shdlfish and squid ink are stirred 
back into die pasta to complete 
codkme. It is best served with a 
flavoured, garlicky moll 


I would serve cava throughout 
the meal. The best cavas are much 
more agreeable to drink than 
cheap, thm champagnes, look for 
Raventos i Blanc. Segura Viudas 
Juvey Camps and RaimaL 
Many countries have similar 
recipes far preparing fish by frying 
it first, and mm pouring a mari¬ 
nade over it while still warm. 
Italians cook fish in soon in South 
America and parts of Spain, the 
version is called escabeche. In 
France mackerel are cooked au vtn 
blanc. and in Britain we pickle 
herrings—all means of preserving 
freshfoh for a few days or weeks. 
The small ofly fish are. ideally 
sititei and sardines are particu- 
.laiy good at this time of year. Tins 
is the Catalan version.

have a slight resemblance to the 
foamy waves, as they crash an the 
rocks. Their nam e is Spanish for 
sea foam. 

This version of mine is very close 
to the original recipe. The rally 
difficulty, as with any meringue¬ 
like recipe, is getting them bone- 
dry and crisp. It is not a good idea 
to make them when conditions are 
'humid. They are so quick to mate 
that the oven will not have heated 
up unless you put it on before you 
start mixing.

Jn rural Somerset, Ruth Gledhill meets a polo-playing rector with a tfanvingparish 



I PARKED in blaz¬ 
ing sunshine in a 
field of freshly 
mown hay, between 
a white Rolls-Royce 
and a Rover. Tables 
set with white linen 
on die paved patio 
outside the west front of the church 
enticed me into the 5toping church¬ 
yard. The rector, the Rev Rex 
Hancock, was leaning on the front 
gate, with a beaming, rosy-faced 
smile of welcome. Church bells 
pealed out in a charmingly eccen¬ 
tric fashion, the result of three 
people attempting to ring four of 
die six available, with one woman 
ringing two at once. 

Mr Hancock’S church in West 
Quantoxhead, Somerset, is dedi¬ 
cated to the virgin St Etheldreda. 
commonly called St Audry, Queen 
of Northumbria. She became first 
Abbess of Ely and died in AD679 of 
a throat tumour, which she consid¬ 
ered a punishment for wearing 
necklaces in her youth. 

Hus is the biggest of seven 
churches in Mr Hancock's com¬ 
bined benefice. In some rural parts 
of England, one vicar can be in 
charge of as many as ten churches. 
Most of Mr Hancock's churches 
have congregations of fewer than 
ten, but for our service there were 
about 30. 

Inside, the worshippers seemed 
to fill the few rows of gleaming 
pews, which can hold about 200. 
The red-tiled polished floor, carved 
pulpit and choir stalls were set off 
by a riotous display of golden 
chrysanthemums, lilies, gladioli 
and aistroemeria. pink delphini¬ 
ums, red anthurium, cream carna¬ 
tions, preserved mahonia and 
other exotic flora, complemented 
by the flowery dresses worn by 
nearly every woman present. 

The choir of eight women and 
three men processed up the aisle to 
the introit, an organ rendition of 
"AD Things Bright and Beautiful”, 
the theme of that week's flower 
festival. As we launched into the 
first hymn, the sensation of being 
in the archetypal country parish 
church was augmented by the 
apparent inability of some mem¬ 
bers of the congregation to ring in 
tune. Aided by the lusty voices of 
the choir, which drowned out our 
faulty notes, we sang popular 
hymns to folk melodies, such as 
“Sent forth by God's blessing" to 
tiie tune of “The Ash Grove”. 

We proceeded at a brisk pace 
through the communion service, 
set out in the Church of England 
Alternative Service Book. Hymn, 
confession, readings, sermon and 
the Creed came to their conclusion 
in the sacrament of holy commu-

H igh summer is a time of 
glorious Bower bor¬ 
ders. but there are oth¬ 
er pleasures if you have 
an eye for than.

gardens.

Some birches, such as Betula 
ermanii . have an attractivepixdcor 
fawn-coloured baik. ; The gleaming 
whiteness- of the popular garden 
bath Betula utilis jacquemontii is 
striking, but the common silver 
bitch has nmdi to recommend it, 
particularly , in a rural garden. A 
friend.has a small grove of.com¬ 


mon birdi. graceful in itself, which 
blends wife the wider landscape. 

. Birches and rowans naturally 
hold their foliage high, which 
makes their o rnam ental barks 
visible during fee summer as well 
as winter months. I am fond of 
rowans; in fee native form they 
have a slate-grey bark, but a form 
railed Beissneri has a crimson- 
brown trunk with a. waxiness that 
gives it a shiny, polished look. 

- Maples, such as xnakebarics and 
fee 'peeling, annamon-coloured 
paperback, are famous for their 
beautiful barks, but when grown in 
the'open'fee foliage hangs dense 
and tow. (foscuringfeetrunkexcept 
in winter. 

In fee past, fee bark of willows 
and poplars was used for bottle- 
stoppers, and exotic barks are in 
widespread use worldwide, al¬ 
though there is little practical use 
for the bark cm garden trees. 


code oak bark protects fee delicate 
food- conduc ti n g tissues from the 
harsh winds of its native Mediter¬ 
ranean. Douglas fir and redwood 
have fire-resistant bark, protection 
in the western US homeland where 
natural fires occur frequently. In 
arid regions, where the trees man¬ 
age only slow growth, they some¬ 
times have a green inner bark 
which can photosynlhesise. 

In the garden, it is useful to know 
that a healthy plane tree naturally 
sheds its bark in patches, and that 
corky wings forming on the 
tranches of fee field maple. Acer 
campestre, and its cultivars are 
normal, whereas tell-tale orange 
dots denote fee presence of coral 
spot fungus and fee need to prune 
back diseased wood.

My progress was, unfortu¬ 
nately. less than stately. But 
what was lacking in decorum 
was partially countered fay 
unbridled enthusiasm as I 
embarked on my first lesson: 
how to mount 

After an initial introduction 
to the strange horse, assisted 
by bribes of mbits, three meth¬ 
ods of m oun t in g were ex¬ 
plained. There was no mention 
of die crane and winch system 
which seemed so necessary, 
and is reputed to have beat 
used to get the corpulent Hai¬ 
ry VIII astride his steed. 

Flaring toy-left foot in the 
linked hands of my gallant 
helper I kicked him across the 
yard and landed stomach first 

on the poor horse, dinging hke 

a limpet with legs flailing 
wildly. So much Ah' elegance. 
Lyn Russell, my instructor and 
one of the top show riders in 
the country, rolled her ryes 
heavenwards. No doubt the 
horse did the same. Divine 
i nt er v e n tion failed to materi¬ 
alise. arid the next half-hour 
was spent repeating the pro¬ 
cess with lime success until, 
mindful of die welfare of die 
horse, I was allowed to stay on. 


-Next it was my turn to roll 
my eyes as we proceeded gently 

across the yard to the outdoor 
manege. The pain was excruci¬ 
ating. My right leg was seized 
with cramp as it wrapped 
around the leaping head of the 
saddle, with the heel pressed 
back into the left dun. Balance 
was even more rtf a problem. 
The weight of both legs on the 
left ride made my shoulders 
lean to the right Correcting 
the fault foiled to improve 
stability. 

The first trot was terrifying. 
My left leg (the one in the 
stirrup) shot backwards, shoul¬ 
ders lurched to the right and, 
lo s in g my balance; I grabbed 
at the reins and damped my 
legs to the horse. Recognising 
the poorly executed aids for a 
half hah and canter, the horse 
moved up a gear. “Bloody well 
zriax or you’ll be going round 
here at 90mph/* The instruc¬ 
tion was ooii ect and suorina. 
Not even abject tenor could 
suggest a way to bail out. 

O ur weekly lessons con¬ 
tinued. although sev¬ 
eral were cut snort by 
the rider’s lade of physical 
fitness- This hum as some 
surprise since I was used to 
T idmg at least three times a 
week, and had assumed that 
side-saddle would require less 
energy. But like the swan 
gliding on the lake, the elegant 
demeanor defies the frantic 
activity below foe water's sur¬ 
face. 

Time came for rpy horse Ella 
to spend a week at “school” to 
be ^ug ht the basics.

Practising at home went less 
smoothly. If mounting was 
virtually impossible, falling off 
was all too easy- Ella, obje cting 
to a firm request to canter 
given my insecure position* 
planted her from feet firmly on 
the ground and punched her 

back heels above ray head. The 
alternative way to dismount 
had been mastered. 

The experience improved ray 
general nding. No longer does 
my head loll lazily to one side, 
qyes following every distrac¬ 
tion, forcing foe poor horse to 
flounder unbalanced in antici¬ 
pation of how the weight might 
be distributed over the next few 


strides. My first show after 
seven weds of lessons ended 
with a rosette for fourth place, 
but unease still ensured dis¬ 
mount at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity.

F or 25 million pesetas [about 
£129,000) you can buy an 
imposing detached villa 
(pictured below left) over¬ 
looking the crystal dear waters of 
Cala Canutells and the Mediterra¬ 
nean beyond, with its own ten- 
metre mooring at the bottom of the 
garden. In the south of the island, it 
is about ten minutes'drive from the 
airport and harbour at Mahon. 

• The property comprises three 
double bedrooms, bathroom, show¬ 
er-room. lounge/dining-room lead¬ 
ing on to a large covered terrace, 
fitted kitchen and a garage. The 
local agent is Bonnin Sanso, Av.

It lacks the regular charter and 
scheduled flights of its popular 
sister island. Majorca, and remains 
largely unspoilt by the over-dev¬ 
elopment of so many Spanish 
resort areas. Therein ties its charm. 

The island — just 35 miles long 
and nine across — once belonged to 
the British and was only returned 
lo Spain in 1802 under theTreaty of 
Amiens.

foot and often deserted. The south¬ 
ern side of the island is mainly flat, 
with wide bays and long swathes of 
sandy beach, perfect for children 
because of the gentle slopes, and 
lapped by waters as clear as a 
teardrop. 

Twenty years ago the British, 
searching for holiday homes, made 
the area fashionable. Consequent¬ 
ly, many Minorcan farmhouses are 
British-owned, and it is rare for an 
unconverted property to appear on 
the market Until 1989. demand for 
both old and new residential prop¬ 
erty on the island exceeded supply. 
In recent years however, property 
sales m Minorca have slumped 
following the reoession in the UK. 
and prices have fallen by as much 
as 30 per cent 


Traditional farmhouses, with 
thick limestone walls, vaulted ceil¬ 
ings. green shutters and red clay- 
tiled roofs, are still sought after, 
particularly around the island's 
capital, Mahdn. with its magnifi¬ 
cent deep-water harbour, where 
Nelson's fleet sheltered before the 
battle of Trafalgar. But even here 
prices have dropped. You can buy 
an old country house that has 
already been converted from about 
£90,000. 

A four-bedroom farmhouse with 
a swimming pool, about five min¬ 
utes’ drive from Ma hdn, is on offer 
at 17.5 million pesetas (about 
£90,000) through local agents 
Bonnin Sanso. A larger house, fully 
restored, with outbuildings and 
several acres of land, will cost 


between £150,000 and £250.000. 

An old house on the narrow 
cobbled streets of Villa Carlos 
(originally named Georgetown) can 
be bought for about £45£00. A 
restored colonial villa, with three 
bedrooms and numerous reception 
rooms, built around a leafy inner 
courtyard, will cost about £85,000- 

Property prices vary, depending 
largely upon location. The cheapest 
one-bedroom flat in a busy south- 
coast resort such as CalaTi Porter 
might cost about £15,000, and 
about £20.000 for two bedrooms 
and sea views. Small detached 
villas cost from £35.000: those with 
three bedrooms and a private pool 
from £80.000. Elsewhere, two- 
bedroom flats fetch between 
B5.000 and £45,000. 


Larger, more opulent houses, 
with three or four bedrooms, 
landscaped gardens and a swim¬ 
ming pod, start at E120.000 in 
residential estates such as San 
Jaime and Santo Thomas, situated 
on the beautiful two-mile-long Sen 
Bou beach, in the south of the 
island. 

Provided you enjoy the quiet life, 
Minorca is ideaL The island is 
particularly suitable for those con¬ 
sidering retirement and for families 
with young children seeking a 
holiday home. But the rather sedate 
pace of life, with only seasonal 
scheduled flights to anywhere other 
than the Spanish mainland, is not 
for the jet-setters.

Pretender claims 
another hearing 


DVORAK'S 1882 grand opera, 
Dimitry, takes up Where 
Mussorgsky's Boris Godunov 
(which Dvof&k did not know) 
leaves off. Against a public 
backdrop of conflict between 
Russian and Foie, vividly ren¬ 
dered in stirring choral 
scenes, a compelling series of 
lyrical private dramas unfolds 
— the pretender Dimitrij's 
love for Boris’s unhappy 
daughter. Xenia; the anger 
and anguish of Marina, 
Dimitrij's Polish wife; the 
doubts of Marfa, Ivan the 
Terrible's widow, faced with 
Dimitrij's claim to be her son- 

Dimitrij had to wait until 
1979 for a British premiere in 
the form of a production at 
Nottingham University. The 
conductor on that occasion 
was Russell KeabJe, then a 
student Fourteen years later, 
with this concert performance 
in which the accomplished 
amateurs of the Kensington 
Symphony Orchestra were 
joined by the Vasari Singers, 
the Elysian Singers and a 
team of professional soloists, 
he gave the work its first 
hearing in London. 

Graeme Matheson-Bruce, 
Diraitrij in Nottingham in 
1979, repeated the challenging 
title role in this performance. 
Behind the character's conceit¬ 
ed bluster there is an awk¬ 
ward, lyrical nobility, but it 
rarely emerged in this brash 
fortissimo account Maria

Moll’s brazen Marina 
matched her errant husband, 
sacrificing emotional complex¬ 
ity to spurious aggression. 

The rest of the cast took a 
more considered approach, 
with Bronwen Mills quietly 
dignified as the unfortunate 
Xenia, and Peter Savidge, 
Stephen Holloway and Tom 
McVeigh solidly in command 
of the lower registers as a 
strong supporting trio of 
prince, prelate and soldier. 
The real glory , however, was 
Pauline Tinsley's affecting 
Marfa. Tinsley may not have 
quite the voice she once had. 
but what remains would be 
more than enough for many ■ 
lesser singers, ana it was here 
deployed with formidable in¬ 
sight and commitment 

The choral contributions, on 
which so much depends, were 
disciplined and lively, and 
while things were not always 
tidy in the orchestra. Keable 
conducted with a palpable 
enthusiasm that was shared 
by his players. He deserves 
full credit for championing 
this unjustly neglected opera, 
and for giving a persuasive 
account of its demanding and 
rewarding score.

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A change of style at ENB: “I’m in the studio all the time,” says Derek Deane. “I've made it very dear that Tm not going to direct die company from behind a desk” 

Bold steps can stop the rot 


C 


O ne of the first things 
Derek Deane did 
was to have his 
office repainted. 
Out went die mouldy green of 
his predecessor: in came a 
deep terracotta that instantly 
transformed the modest room 
into an elegant and inviting 
space. A style manifesto, per¬ 
haps. but also a signal that 
things have changed at Eng¬ 
lish National Ballet. 

Far the past three years, 
under the leadership erf Ivan 
Nagy. Britain's second-biggest 
ballet company had been drift¬ 
ing into mediocrity and com¬ 
placency. Performance stan¬ 
dards were low; decisions 
about repertoire seemingly 
uninspired. Yet when Derek 
Deane’s appointment as artis¬ 
tic director was announced in 
March, there were murmur- 
ings of doubt in the dance 
world. 

Despite having spent two 
years at the Rome Opera 
Ballet as deputy artistic direc¬ 
tor and resident choreogra¬ 
pher, the 18-year veteran of the 
Royal Ballet was better known 
as a fashionable dancer-about- 
town and regular escort to 
Princess Margaret His quali¬ 
fications were said to consist of 
a bulging FBofex and the right 
table manners. He had never 
run a company before; his 
reputation as a choreographer 
was still to be made. But 
something obviously con¬ 
vinced ENB’s board of direc¬ 
tors and its advisory panel 
that here was the man to lift

the company out of its near 
fatal malais e. 

“What impressed them all 
was that he was the only 
candidate who came in with a 
plan and a vision of what he 
wanted the company to be," 
says Indy Harlech. ENB’s 
chairman. “And he can get to 
people in the ballet worid, he 
has contacts, something which 
hadn’t been going on for three 
'years. He knows how to get 
things done, and he wants the 
best for this company. 

“Nobody knew what Ivan 
wanted; there was no commu¬ 
nication. Morale is much 
higher now. Die dancers 
know they're going to be much 
better; they know the rep is 
going to be much better. They 
are excited, they are going 
around with smiles on their 
faces and so am I." 

Deane has quickly estab¬ 
lished a leadership profile: 
teaching company class, at¬ 
tending rehearsals, maintain¬ 
ing a communications link 
with his dancers. "A great lade 
of discipline has seeped info 
the company, and that's not 
too slowly being changed.” the 
39-year-old director says. “I’m 
in the studio all the time. I’ve 
made it very dear that I’m not 
going to direct the company 
from behind a desk. 

“When I arrived there was a 
swimming atmosphere, like 


everybody was in a swimming 
pool but without being able to 
find away out Everybody was 
swimming in different direc¬ 
tions but not really knowing 
where they were going. Obvi¬ 
ously that’s due to lack of 
leadership; the job wasn't 
dene terribly well and that 
showed in die performances. 
So its my job to change that” 


T he personnel is also 

being changed. About 
a dozen dancers have 
left, not all of them at 
their own choosing, and 
Deane is bringing in new 
faces. “I fed that the standard 
right through the company 
has to improve." There will be 
new principals, new soloists 
and new additions to the 
corps, as well as more guest 
artists. Dancers axe being 
hired from Roland Petit’s com¬ 
pany, from New York City 
Balter and from the Kirov. 
One luring Deane is particu¬ 
larly proud of is Cecilia 
Kerches “I call her the Brazil¬ 
ian Sylvie Guillem. She's phe¬ 
nomenal, absolutely stunning, 
and she’s never been seen in 
Europe before." 

Decisions about die reper¬ 
toire are perhaps harder to 
take. What does he have in 
mind? He is on the lookout for 
young choreographers — 
Mauro Bigonzetti from Italy is 


already commissioned — and 
unlikely collaborators like the 
German avant-gardist Pina 
Bausch — “She* very, very 
keen, it would be the first time 
she's done a piece outside her 
own ccmpany." And Christo¬ 
pher Dean — he of Torvill and 
Dean fame—is pencilled in to 
create his first non-skating 
ballet for ENB the Season after 
next “If you do a Christopher 
Dean piece into a Balanchine 
and finish with Bausch, well 
you’ve got quite a triple ML" 
says Deane. You certainty da 

He also wants to honour the 
late Rudolf Nureyev, so 1995 
will see both a revival of the 
Nureyev Romeo and Juliet 
and die acquisition of his Don 
Quixote. As for Deane’S own 
choreographic intentions, they 
remain humble fin 1 the- time 
being: only a new production 
of Giselle for the autumn of ' 
1994, although his 1982 Im¬ 
promptu pas de deux was 
performed an ENB’s recent 
foreign tour. 

Next week ENB is back in 
London for its annual summer 
showcase, this time being held 
in the newly-refurbished Sa¬ 
voy Theatre. The week-tong 
season opens on Monday 
night with a royal gala perfor¬ 
mance in die presence of Die 
Princess of Wales. Die pro¬ 
gramme offers the riagdcal 
grandeur of the Grand Pas 


Oassique from Raymonds 
the percussive high energy of 
Olga Root's new comnrissfem, 
the allmate The Seven Si¬ 
lences of Salome: and the 
premiere of Wayne Sleeps 
sahaeto Gilbert and SnIHvan, 
The Savoy Suite. 


and Peter Schaufuss. But 
Deane is different from his 
predecessors in one important 
respect He knows what he is 
getting into because he and 
Lady Harlech have been dose 
friends for years. Not surpris¬ 
ingly, he is the first to defend 
her against tile fearsome im¬ 
age she has in some sections erf 
the tabloid press.

ens and Mexico. If Deane has 
his way, the 64 dancers wiQ 
soon be docking up even more 
air mites. “Die company lias 
siightiy lost its credibility 
abroad over tiie past few years 
and that needs to be rejuvenat-. 
ed_ This company used to be, 
and still has the possibility to 
be, one ofthe best—or the best 
—touring classical company.” 

With all of bis plans, 
though, is Deane worried that 
he wont have the time to see. 
them through? After aH his 
chairman has already dis¬ 
patched two artistic directors 
in the past three years—Nagy

Tapping nostalgia and feet 


“OH FOR an hour of Herod,” 
remarked the novelist Antho¬ 
ny Hope as he left the pre¬ 
miere of Peter Pan. It would 
have been in still poorer taste 
to walk out of this revival of 
Grease making a similar call 
on the time of Jeffrey Dahmer, 
the well-known American seri¬ 
al killer, and of course I did 
not do so. 

Nevertheless, I thought it a 
pity that the only character 
who displayed any lack of 
enthusiasm for those bopping 
adolescents was a tweedy 
schoolmarm who stalked 
across the stage letting slip a 
couple of staidly words—and 
even she eventually landed 
up on the dance floor, hap¬ 
pily jiving with the dass 
nerd. 

That view was not however, 
shared by the first-night audi¬ 
ence, who greeted the show — 
no, not like a long-lost friend, 
more like a cetebnty that had 
shut himself for too tong from 
his adoring public. They 
whooped and whistled and 

ofiy quiffs, the girls* cheerlead¬ 
er outfits, Jim Jacobs’s and 
Warren Casey's pastiche 1950s 
songs, and David Gilmore'S 
fulsome production numbers. 

Oh wefl. why not? Even if 
tiie lyrics are inaudfide, (he 
music is catchy. Even if they 
are overmiked, the cast has 
plenty of energy, and dances

welL And even your curmud¬ 
geonly critic found his feet 
tapping when the lads started 
clattering around on the roof 
of a car mat looked like an art- 
deco pike with rocket boosters, 
or the lasses banged about a 
shimmering burger palace, or 
both sexes strutted their stuff 


at that ghastly institution, the 
high-senool prom. 

Indeed, the evening would 
be quite enjoyable, had its 
creators stuck to animated 
doo-wop. But they package 
their rock and their rofl in a 
story, that, if 1 remember the 
original London production 


rightly, seemed pretty skimpy 
even when Richard Gere was 
playing the romantic lead. 

Danny loves Sandy and 
Sandy loves Danny, but Dan¬ 
ny does nor think it cool to 
display his love for Sally in 
front of his macho mates, nor 
is Sandy very understanding 
when he starts making awk¬ 
ward passes at her. Craig 
McLaotian, Danny to Debbie 
Gibson's demure Sandy, gets 
the odd laugh when he sup¬ 
presses his boyish excitement 
and adopts the mandatory 
sneer and slouch; but neither 
brings much tension, feeling 
or fun to their pairing. Also. 
McLachIan’s hair is short, 
curly and dean-looking, mak¬ 
ing nonsense of the show’s title 
as well as his friends’ fear hell 
get a crew-cut 

In some ways, the most 
striking tiling about Grease is 
its innocence. These kids don’t 
shoot crack, duty guns into 
the classroom or even play 
truant For girls, “feat” behav¬ 
iour consists of inhaling a rig, 
drinking a little sweet wine; 
getting oners ears pierced, and 
temporarily resisting the urge 
to become Dads Day. Fbr 
boys, it is getting a>me wheels 
and having a mt of a snog at 
the drive-in movies. The preg¬ 
nancy that at one moment 
threaten to occur turns out to 
be a false alarm. Good dd 
1950s. When will we see their 
like again? ;

Dinomania: Clams. Jaws 
and Dinosaurs 
Today, Channel 4.830pm 
“Look at the size of those 
things." yells a brawny cave¬ 
man to his pert cavegtrl in a 
grade-Z Hollywood movie. 
What is it that gets people so 
worked up about dinosaurs? 
This gentle gallery of crazed 
scientists, gooey children, ob¬ 
sessional collectors of tat, 
mixed in with the sdilocky 
excess of movie dips, doesn't 
try too hard to answer the 
question, but it has a good 
time anyway. 

We meet the self-declared 
“Mr Suburbia in Gillingham 
in Kent", who rehearses for 
his dinosaur-hunting expedi¬ 
tion in the Congo by camping 
out in Epping Forest with his 
friend, both of them in para¬ 
military gear, building fires 
and frightening children; the 
American eccentric, who looks 
like a hippie biker (and seems 
desperate far his own tele¬ 
vision programme], who tends 
"to think about dinosaurs all 
of the time... there’s some 
dinosaur feet, hello, feet", and 
resents the "class Mas" that 
puts cold-blooded reptiles 
down in favour of warm¬ 
blooded mammals : and a 
softly spoken whilehaired 
man. who has the most worry¬ 
ing interpretation of our fasci¬ 
nation: "because we know our 
own doom is just around the 
comer”.

Frank Zappa 
Friday, BBCZ, 12.10am - 
"Some scientists claim that 
hydrogen is tiie building block 
of the universe because it is the 
most plentiful substance: But 
no, Zappa argues: "The uni- 
yerse is made out of stupidity 
because it is more plentiful 
than hydrogen." 

Zappa buOt a career out of 
an odd combination of electric 
guitar wizardry, tight band- 

» crass satire and bad- 
unour. and a moral 
vision ("How marry people 
died from the Kontuz Sutra as 
opposed tothe Bible?”). 

Late night Friday is Zappa 
night: a repeat of a Late Shaw 
interview and biography, fol¬ 
lowed by rarely seen music 
footage from tiie 1960s 
through to the 1990s of the 
man and his bands. 

Matt Groesting. the cartoon¬ 
ist (creator of The Simpsons}, 
celebrates the fact that Zappa 
possesses “tiie best moustache 
in American history... and 
be has that little thing an his 
chin”. He’s had that mous¬ 
tache and that little thing on 
his chin ever since he was a 
high-school student who 
would carry his guitar around 


while, growing up in the des¬ 
olate town of Lancaster on the 
edge of the Mojave desert His 
two strongest musical influ¬ 
ences were the rhythm and 
blues of Johnny “Guitar" Wat¬ 
son and the avant-garde disso¬ 
nance of Edgar Varese. 

Krte^Varese^ an tbebadnif 
most of. his early record 
sleeves. The line is: The 
present-day composer refuses 
to die", and sadly what started 
as a dada statement has 
become horribly appropriate. 
Zappa is-ill from prostate 

cancer, but his productivity 
hasn’t diminished. In tiie last: 
few months be has recorded 
three albums, composed 
music for tiie Ensemble 
Moderne of Germany, and 
held his first “salon", a musi¬ 
cal get-together of Zappa and 
guitar with The Chieftains 
from Ireland and a band from 
Mongolia, along with his Old 
hero Watson. ' 

The music is an acquired 
taste, but the man is impress¬ 
ively intelligent — you some¬ 
times get the feeling that when V i 
he.found his way into rods.i i- 
music he might-have found his 
way into the wrong place.

One woman threw 
herself down on my sofa — 
destroying a carton of coleslaw
